THE WAR. 


Wuen the Jews and the Philis- 
tines were drawn up in array to do 
battle with each other at Shochoh, 
and the issue was left to_their two 
most unequal champions David and 
Goliath, the Jews had the satisfac- 
tion, the greater because so unex- 
pected, of seeing David dispose of his 
antagonist by a single blow. In his 
struggle with the Russian Goliath, 
the Japanese David gave his anta- 
gonist a serious blow on the 8th 
‘and 9th of February, but it could not 
hope to be a fatal one; and in the 
pause that has ensued our minds 
revert to the enormons disparity in 
the forces and resources of the two 
combatants, and the old anxiety as 
to the issue of the fight oppresses 
us again whether we will or no. A 
cooler consideration reminds as that 
Japan’ is not fighting Rnssia, but 
only Russia in the Far East, and 
then the disparity vanishes. Russia 
has gained hundreds of thousand: of 
square miles in the East in the past 
through her proconsuls having been 
so far away, that the Russian Foreign 
Office couid “always regret their pre- 
cipitancy and explain that it was 
nevertheless obliged, however much 
against its will, to accept the fait 
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Chate Singh .. 





accompli. This distance, which has 





been of such service to Russia in the 
past, is now showing that iv also bas 
the dofeets of its qualities, It puts 
Jnpan and Russia on an equality as 
far as regards war in the Far East. 
The situation is a purely dynamical 
one, Russia’s superiority in power 
is corrected by her loss in time, while 
Japan recovers in time her inferiority 
in power. 

‘To those who remember how in 
the last great European war, that 
between France and Germany, every 
movement of troops, every action, 
every little skirmish even, Was fully 
recorded in the Press as soon as, and 
sometimes even before, it occurred, 
the mystery in which the movements 
of the protagonists in the present 
war are shrouded, is excessively 
irritating. ‘The great journals of the 
West and their colleagues in the 
East have sent their correspondents 
in ample number to the nearest 
poin's, and there they rémsin, sharp- 
ening their pencils, but with empty 
note-books. The Russians have 
adopted a splendid device to thwart 
the ardour of the men of the pen, 
which is now certainly not mightier 
than the word. Every correspondent, 
before his claim to be accorded a 
pass can be considered, must be speci- 
ally recommended by the Foreign 
Secretary of his Government to the 
Russian Foreign Office. The Japa- 
nese, on the other hand, are profuse 
in politeness and hospitality; but 
the correspondents to whom passes 
are granted are under the strictest 
military control, and as soon as there 
was a little affair of outposts near* 
Pingyang, so solicitous were .the 
Japanese officials for the personal 
safety of their guests that they order- 
ed themall back to Seoul. Here we 
are not five hundred miles from Porb 
Arthur, and though the first bom- 
bardment took place six weeks ago, 
we do not know in detail what 
damage the Japanese have really 
done to the port itself and to the 
Russian fleet. It must be acknow- 
ledged that the Japanese official 
reports, if they have been rather 
meagre, have been remarkably free 
from’ exaggeration. The Russians 
favour us with contradictions from 
time to time; they come sometimes 
from Viceroy Alexeieff, sometimes 
from General Ploug, and sometimes 
from M, Plangon, It is a judicial 
paradox that the evidence of wit- 
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nesses in a case is more likely to be! 
reliable if the witnesses vary in 
details than if they all tell exactly 
the same story. Granting this prin- 
ciple, the statements on which our 
French contemporary relies so con- 
fidingly must represent the true 
truth, for they are full of inconsis- 
tencies, with an occasional usefu! con- 
fusion of dates when some important 
Japanese statement has to be 
contraverted; and they can rarely 
de accused of exaggeration, except 
when they announce the destrue- 
tion of Japanese cruisers and 
torpedo-bonts, The worst of this 
scatcily of independent news is 
that, as we have said, it brings back 
our ingrained awe of the greatness 
of Russia, and we regard no news as 
good news or bad news according to 
the trend of our sympathies, 

Reverting to the absurd charge 
made after the fights at Chemulpo 
and Port Arthur, that Japan acted 
treacherously in commencing hostile 
operations before the formal declara- 
tion of war, we note that the “ Daily 
Graphic” takes exactly the position 
asstmed in these columns. It says 
in’ its issue of the 10th of February, 
under the heading “Declarations of 
War” :— 


‘Tho indignation said to have been 
causotl in St. Petersburg because Japan 
has assumed the offensive without a 
formal declaration of war is a curious 
illustration of the hold which traditional 
ideas have upon the popular imagination. 
On this vory subject the eminont jurist, 
‘Mr. W. E. Hall, has said that * the writers 
who in recent times have maintained the 
necessity of notification of somo kind 
have beon unconsciously influenced by 
the morely traditional force of ideas which 
belong toa period anterior to interna- 
tional law.” As a matter of fact, declara- 
tions of war aro as obsolete as the practice 
of sending heralds to annonnee hostilities, 
which was discontinued as far back as the 
seventeenth century. Manifestocs of 
some kind are still considered desirable 
far tho information and convenienco of 
neutrals, but as botweon belligerents all 
modern authorities on international law 
argegroed that “the date of the com- 
mencement of a war can be porfectly 
dofined by the first act of hostility.” So 
certain is this, that whon, on Sunday last, 
Viscount Hayashi was ‘interrogated on 
tho subject, he said that “no declara- 
tion of war was necessary.” On this 
point he could appeal to such - authori- 
ties as Kluber, Twiss, and Philli- 
more. Indeed, the great Russian autho. 
rity, M. de Martens, is also on le, 
for in his “Traité de Droit Intern 
tionale” he explicitly states “that 
neither proclamation nor diplomatic 
notice is obligatory, provided that the 
state of relations is 
tios will not be a surpris 
relations as between Russia and Japan 
was made quite clear by M. Kurino’s 
notification to Count Lamsdorff last 
Friday, when he broke off diplomatic in.

When Admiral Makaroff saw that 
the Steregustchi was disabled, he 
went to the rescue with the cruisers 
Novik and Bayan, but as the Stere- 
gustchi was surrounded by five 
Japanese cruisers, and the enemy's 
battleships were approaching, he was 
compelled to retire. 

The sinking of the Japanese 
lestroyer was effected by the dis. 
troyer Vlastni (300 tons, 28 knots) 
with a Whitehead torpedo. 

The enemy then bombarded the 
ships and for:s with heavy guns at 
long range till 1.15 pm, firing two 
hundred shells, 

The damage to the Russian vessels 
was insignificant ; one of the Russian 
shells appeared to seriously damage 
the cruiser Takasago, but owing to 
the distance, it was impossible to 
ascertain the extent of the dam... 

Apart from the Steregustchi, the 
Russian losses in the night engage- 
ment and the bombardment together 
were six officers and thirty-one men 
wounded, and three men killed,

MORE DETAILS. 


Kobe, 13th March. 

The fourth attack on Port Arthur 
took place on the 10th instant. 

The official report, dated the 11h, 
was received at the Naval Depart- 
ment last evening. 

‘The combined fleet took part in 
the attack, ‘Two flotillas of d+stroy- 
ers arrived at Port Arthur at one 
o'clock in the morning ; there was no 
sign of the enemy’s fleet. ‘ 

‘One flotilla proceeded to lay mines ; 
another watched the mouth of the 
harbour, while the forts were firing 
from time to time. 

The former flotilla encountered a 
Russian torpedo flotilla of _six 
vessels south of Electric Hill 
at 4.30,a.m, and exchanged shots for 
twenty minutes. ‘The Asashio, Kasu- 
mi, and Akatsuki ran in close and 
showered shots. 'lhree Russian des- 
troyers were severely damaged and 
one set on fire, and they fled in dis- 
order. 

‘The Japanese were also damaged 
anil had seven petty officers and men 
killed, and engineer Minamizawa 
and six men wounded. 

The Kasumi’s steampipe burst, 
killing four men outright, the ves-el 
being still serviceable, however. 

‘Whe escaping Russiaus were inter- 
copted by the flotilla watching the 


harbour entrance, and there was 
another fight. Oue escaprd badly 
damaged; one was disabled and 


captured by the Sasanami under the 
fire of the forts. 

‘The Sasanami proceeded to tuw 
her anay, but the towline parted; as 
the prize was making water, she was 
abandoned, and sank at 10.15 a.m. 

‘Two Japanese were ki!led and four 
wounded on the Sasanami. 

Before this the Russian cru‘sers 
Novik and Bayan came out to engage 
the flotilla, but retired on seeing the 
Japanese fleet which arrived at 8'a.m. 

‘~he battleships bombarded Port 
Arthur from 10 a.m. to 1.40 p.m., and 
reported that they did great amaze.

The wounded are being 
medically attended and their pros- 
pects are very favourable, their condi- 
tion being easier.”

A steamer with nine Japanese 
killed and ten wounded has arrived 
at Seseho. 

It has transpired that while the 
Russian and Japanese destroyers 
were at close quarters on the 10th, 
one Japanese bluejacket jumped into 
the Steregustchi, and found the Rus- 
sian captain just getting out of his 
cabin.

The Steregustchi and another des- 
troyer, when surrounded by four 
Japanese destroyers, fought gallantly, 
and endeavoured vainly to open a 
way of escape. 

‘The remains of over twenty Rus- 
sians were then recognised, the 
enemy's vessels swarming with men 
like bechives—Our own correspond- 
ent.

Tus majority of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha’s fleet having been chartered by 
the Japanese Government for transport 
purposes, the Company has chartered no 
less than nineteen vessels for coasting 
trade. These include the I.-C. steamers 
Wingsang and Taisang, which, with the 
Company's own vessel Yawata Maru, will 
continue the regular weekly service 
between Yokohama and Shanghai. 


Wat an itinerant preacher once 
called “the pursual of good littery- 
chewer” does not seem too popular in 
Shanghai, if we are to judge by the re- 
gretful tone of Mr. F. 8.

THE news from Tokio that the 
Russians have evacuated Port Arthur 
was not officially confirmed last night. 
‘To those who have been painfully 
eandesvouring to believe that the 
repeated assaults of Admiral Togo’s 
squadron have inflicted only tzifling 
damage, he abandonment of afortitied 
harbour on which so much money 
has been lavished, will come us 2 
shock. ‘The precarious and really 
defenceless position of the place has, 
however, heen better unders'ond by 
the Russian authorities, who have 
apparently retired before their retreat 
should be effectually cut off by the 
seizure of the railway behind them, 
It may be taken for granted that they 
have blown up the remains of their 
fleet and taken care to leave little 
beside the hills to the Japanese 
invaders. When the Russian Com- 
mander announced recently that the 
garrison wonld never surrender, he 
proclaimed to the world the pre- 
carious position of the place. 

Retreat after all is a familiar tactic 
with the Russians who have ever been 
ready “reculer pour mieux sauter.” 
‘The early retirement of the Viceroy 
to Moukden and the statement that 
the troops have been gradually with- 
drawn, even from along the Yalu, fits 
in well with the theory, based on 
an annonncement from St. Petersburg, 
that Russian policy will be a practical 
withdrawal from the disputed terri- 
tory, in the hope that Jupan wil! be too 
exhausted to follow np the pursuit, 
and in the knowledge that any ag- 
gressive blow against Russia itself 
will be difficult to deliver, Bat once 
Russia is out of Manchuria, other 
Powers besides Japan, tosay nothing 
of China, will surely have something 
to say that will cut off her hopes ot 
getting back again in her own good 
time.

At the 
Annual Mecting an opportunity is 
afforded of criticising the work of the 
j past yeu and of suggesting improve- 
ments for the year to come, and 
althongh the war has undoubtedly 
monopolised public attention to the 
exclusion of a'l other affairs, it is to 
be hoped that Ratepayers may be 
table to devote this one afternoon 
to consideration of matters, whose 
effect will be with us when the war 
is done. 

‘The most important questions that 
come up for discussion and decision 
to-day, apart from the Budget. pro- 
posals which do not contain any very 
unusual features, are the sale by 
tender of the Electrical Department’s 
stock of fittings, Tramways Con- 
struction, Bible teaching at the 
Public School, and the incidence of 
taxation on Land. Of the first of 
these questions it need only be said 
that the Council is evidently placing 
Resolution VII before the Meeting 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
the proposed sale commends itself to 
the Ratepayers as proper!y carrying 
into eff-ct their recent decision in 
regard to Municipal trading in elec- 
trical fittings. We have at present no 
information as to the amount involv- 
ed, but provided a satisfactory offer 
is forthcoming the action” proposed 
would appear to be the inevitable 
and logical conclusion of the vote 
recorled at the recent special 
meeting, and it does not therefore 
seem necessary to enter upon a fur- 
ther discussion of the general quest- 
ion of Municipal trading. 

The question of Tramways con- 
struction presents a serions problem 
in view of the existing political situa- 
tion, and the difficulty of obtaining 
any capital for enterprises ia China, 
but it is to be hoped that some one 
may be found to come forward with a 
practical suggestion and that the 
Council may be definitely instructed 
in regard to the course to be pursued 
hereafter.

An obvious solution 
of the question wonld seem to lie in 
the higher assessment of land, based 
on existing market values, and in an 
abandonment of the custom ‘which 
allows a 25 per cent margin to land- 
owners on their assessments, but no 
such proposals have been brought for- 
ward by the Council (probably because 
the last assessment is of very recent 
date) and unless raised by ratepayers 
they are not likely to beccme prac- 
tical politics. 

‘As regards Bible teaching at the 
Public School we would ask our 
readers to stndy carefully the letter 
written by Mr. Addis, Chairman of 
the School Committee, to the Council, 
published in our co!umns on the 28th 
January. That the Covrncil should 
support proposals so reasonable in 
themselves and so temperately ex- 
pressed was only to be sxpected. 

The Special Meeting, convened to 
follow immediately upcn the close of 
the Annual Meeting, has also to do 
with land, its object being (by an 
addition to the Land Regulations) to 
impose upon property-owners certain 
liabilities in the matter of payments 
for construction of roids through 
their property. At pee 223 of the 
Annual Report the Council’s opinion 
is recorded as follows :-— 

“That, with the present area of 
the Settlement and the number of 
roads scheduled for wideniug and 
extension in each of its districts, it 
has become impossible to carry out 
these improvements out of revenue 
levied on the present scale of taxa- 
tion, and that the Ratepayers must 
therefore in the near future face the 
question whether they will modlty 
and reduce the scheme of sucl 
pnblic improvements, or consent 
to increased taxation, or, as a 
final alternative, take steps to 
introduce legislation whereby the 
owners. of land through which 
new roads’ are projected, may be 
compelled to bear a part of the cost 
of their construction, following the 
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practice usually adopted’ in other 
places.” 

‘The issue seems clear enough and 
if the community does not record its 
vote on this important question, it is 
obvious that one of the other al- 
ternative solutions must sooner or 
later be adopted, and that the com- 
munity will be confronted with an 
increase in taxation inevitable and 
justifiable, The question, brought 
down to its plain issue, amounts ap- 
parently to this: Will the com- 
munity continue to pay for the im- 
provement of private property out of 
public fands, or will they impose a 
reasonable proportion of the burden 
on the landowners concerned ? 

With the growth of the foreign 
community we understand that 
about 450 votes are now required to 
constitute a quorum. 





THE 
REPORTED FALL 
OF PORT ARTHUR. 


16th March. 
Some of our readers, whose sympa~ 
thies in the present struggle seem to 
be decidedly not on the side of Japan, 
appear tc have misapprehended our 
remarks onthe 14th on the reported’ 
fall of Pot Arthur. We gave the 
news as xt came to us with the 
authority for it, and the telegram 
from our very well-informed corres- 
pondent at. ‘fokio was very guarded. 
le said: ‘It is stated that the Rus- 
sians have virtually abandoned Port 
Arthur.” We carefully began our 
editorial renarks by saying: “The 
news from ‘Tokio that the Russians 
have évacuated Port Arthur was not. 
officially contrmed last night.” As 
soon as we tad’ an opportunity of} 
seeing the Rissian telegrams deny- 
ing the évacuation, we sent out an 
Extra to that effect. As to these 
telegrams, the ene from Tientsin is a 
mere denial, and it is doubtful whe- 
ther much more is |.nown in Tientsin: 
than in Shanghai of the course of the 
war. As to’ the private telegram 
from Admiral Makaroff, it contains 
no denial or explanation ; it is merely 
evidence that Admiral Makaroff; pre- 
suming the place and time to be 
rightly given, was in Port Arthur at 
3 am. on the 14th of March; which 
might be perfectly consistent with a. 
virtual abandonment, It must be 
remembered that there has been 
no official denial. On the other 
hand, we have the evidence of the 
“Daily Mail’s” dispatch-boat Chefoo, 
that they saw no troops or flags or 
other signs of life, and a vast cloud of 

smoke in three columns was risin; 
from the new town. It will be note 
that of the fleet in Port Arthur, 
which, according to Saturday's “Echo 
de Chine,” is again fully fit for active 
service, Admiral Makarofl could only 
take two cruisers to the rescue of the 


destroyer Steregustchi, and they were 
obliged promptly to return to the 
harbour. It is casting no reflection 
on the courage of the Russians to 
suppose that they will fiad it prudent 
to evacuate Port Arthur before 
their retreat is cut off. The com- 
mand of the sea once lost, as it has 
‘been, Port Arthur is of no more use 
for the present to the Russians. 

On the other hand; a statement 
is made that the repairs to the 
Russian ships in Port Arthur 
are progressing satisfactorily. A 
mud dock is being dug to take 
the Retvizan, and it was hoped 
that, Admiral Togo p rmitting, the 
whole fleet would be’ ready for action 
in two months, There are also, we 
are told, two years’ supphes of all 
kinds at Port Arthur. Some of 
these, it is to be feared, the canker- 
worm has eaten. That Port Arthur 
is doomed is evident from one fact 
that has been brought’ out by the 
various bombardments during the 
last month; that the Russians have 
no guns in their forts which can 
silence the twelve-inch guns of the 
Japanese battleships. It will, doubt- 
less, bere been noticed that all six of 
these battleships were’ engaged in 
the bombardment on Thursday last. 





AFTER 
THE RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 


16th March. 

YESTERDAY'S annual meeting of 
ratepayers was a record one. It 
began at twenty minutes past two 
and was over at twenty minutes past 
three, and, excluding. the Chairman 
and those who formally seconded the 
various resolutions, there were only 
two speakers, Mr. Bayne, the Chair- 
man of the Council, and Mr. Addis, 
the mover of the twelfth resolution. 
No one opposed anything; the two 
princ‘pal resolutions, for the adoption 
of the Report for 1903 and of the 
Budget for 1904, were passed with- 
out a word being said, Mr. Bayne’s 
introductory speeches having been 
previously published by the Council, 
and being taken as read. ‘The custom 
that has come into vogue of late 
years, for the Chairman of the 
Council to read long and dreary 
résumés of the report and budget as 
introductions to the resolutions, had 
become so irksome that we have on 
more than occasion suggested that: 
these dissertations should be circu- + 
lated beforehand among the rate- 
payers; and this has been done this 
year. But convenient as it is, it can- 
not be considered a dignitied pro- 
ceeding; and it is to be hoped that 
we shall some day again get a Chair- 
man competent to make a short 
speech on these important resulutions, 





not read a voluminous description 
prepared for him, apparently, by the 


Secretary. The fact that all the 
Council’s proposals were passed with- 
out eliciting a single word of dissent 
or criticism must be taken as a 
roof that our representatives 
ave administered municipal affairs 
generally to the complete sa'isfaction 
of their constituents. Something 
is due, also, to the absorbing interest, 
of the war. 

A finer speech has seldom been 
delivered at a Ratepayers’ Meeting 
than that delivered by Mr. Addis 


in proposing the authorisation 
of the introduction: of the Bible 
into the Public School. Well- 


considered, couched in well-chosen 
language, and well-delivered, it 
carried practically the whole meet- 
ing. It required a brave man and 
an eloquent to answer it; and it 
remained unanswered. When Mr. 
‘Addis's resolution was put there 
were, indeed, three hands held up 
against it; but otherwise it passed 
unchallenged. It will be found in 
another column, and it is as good to 
read as it was to hear, 

It is very seriously to be regretted 
that there were not enough rate- 
payers present to enable the special 
meeting for the consideration and 
adoption of the proposed new Land 
Regulation Vic, to be proceeded 
with. The Regulation is urgently 
required, and it is to be hoped that 
before many months a special meet~ 
ing will be convened to pass this Re- 
guiation as well as other reforms in 
the taxation of land, which un- 
questionably does not at present bear 
its fair share of the municipality’s 
burdens. We outlined the other 
day the changes that are necessary, 
and we trust that there will soon 
grow up so strong a public opinion 
in their favour that it will result in 
‘a special meeting being successfully 
convened for their adoption. 

It is amusing to notice that an 
amendment last year, proposing that 





‘fls. 18,000 should be granted to the 
Public School, was vehemently op- 

ed by Mr. Drummond aul by the 
Gouneil and was lost on a divisiun ;

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RECENT CHAPTERS 
IN COREAN HISTORY. 


7th March. 


ForGETrUL of the yood old saw 
that two blacks don’t make a white, 
Russian apologists are much given 
to argue that if Russia has no right 
in Manchuria, neither ha’ Japan in 
Corea. Many of these claims on 
behalf of the Muscovite are merely 
the special pleading of the paid ad- 
vocate, or the interested arguments 
of one with an axe to grind, Where 
they are not, they are, as we shall 
show, based ‘on un entire ignorance 
of p»st history, and especia'ly of that 
of the last fifty yeare, 

Asa matter of fict, for long periods 
in her history, Corea has either becn 
openly recognised as a vassal S-ate, 
or has actually been so, though 
nominally independent. It is some 
sixteen or seventeen centuries ago 
since Japan first received the sub- 
mission of Corea, Since then there 
have been many ups and downs fer 
both countries, but even at the time 
when the Manchus had made their 
power paramount throughout the 
peninsuln, there were still annual 
missions sent with tribute to Japin 
and these continued till our own 
times, at lest till the year 1832, 
Towards the end, these embassies, 
it is true, had little significance 
politically, except as links with the 

ast; and subsequently, Japan having 
Been through the fire of revolution 
and civil strife, there was a good 
deal of friction before the modein 
arrangement was come to by means 
of tho Treaty of 1876.

But by 1876 
China was, in the of Japan, 
beginning to be a negligible quantiry 
and hence we find the treaty with 
Corea opening with a bold declara- 
tion of Corean independence. “Cho- 
sen,” itran, “being an independent 
State, enjoys the same sovereign 
rights as does Japan.” Had any- 
body a right to object to such a

occupying herself in an interesting | 
effort to run with the hare and hunt 
with the hounds.

which led to the celebrated agr:e- 
ment, arranged by Count Ito and Li- 
Hung-chang, known as the Tientsin 





Convention. China had kept a garri- 


son in Corea since the previous 
outbreak of 1882, and now Japan 
refused to withdraw hers withoutsome 
distinct understanding with China 
respecting the future, and the gist of| 
the settlement was that no military 
interference should be made in 
Corean affairs by either party with- 
out previous notice having been 
given to the other. In this way 
Japanese influence in the peninsula, 
whick, as we have seen, had once 
been paramount, then quiescent, and 
then practically non-existent fur a 
time, was restored to at least as high 
a standing as that of China. 

Lord Curzon, in his “ Problems of! 
the Far East,” criticises Japanese 
action in Corea; and, writing in the 
first half of 1894, says: “It is, in my 








judgment, greatly to be regretted 


that in the present summer her 
Government, anxious to escape from 
domestic tangles by spirited foreign 
policy, hus abandoned this stateman- 
like attitude, and his embarked upon 
a headlong course of aggression in 
Corea, for which there appears to 
have been no sufficient provocation, 
and the ulterior consequences  of| 
which it is impossible t forecast.” 

It is somewhat strange that Lord 
Curzon with his more than usual 
acumen, failed to see the real point 
of the Japanese action of 1894-5. 
It is still more strange, when in 
the same volume he takes others 
to task for failing to grasp the 
fact that Japan was somethin; 
more than a builder of temples ani 
tea-houses, and a purveyor of| 
bric-A-brac, and it is strangrst 
of all when we find him writing thus: 
“Even the fortunes of remote Corea 
are ina manner bonnd up with the 
politics of Hindostan seeing that it. 
is by the sume foe that, in the last 
resort, both are threatened, and that 
the tactics which aim at the appro- 
priation of the smaller unit have as 
their ulterior objective the detriment 
of the greater.” 

Lord Curzon doubtless sees as 
clearly to-day as Japan saw in 1894 
what her true policy had to be. It. 
was through Corea to what was be- 
hind that Japan was looking. By the 
Chinese concessions of 1858-1860 
Russia had been brought down to the 
River Tumen, so that she was now 
cuterminous with Corea. 

Viadivostock was close at hand ; 
Coreans were invited to cross the 
border, to engage in agriculture, etc., 
ete, and their children were educated 
and brought up in the faith of the 
Greek church, thns forming an admir- 
able band of agents by whose means 
Rassian designs have been pushed 
ever since, as she only knows how to 
sh them. Corean ports, free from 
have been almost too much in 
the way of temptation for Russian 














pioncers to resist, ‘Twenty-four years 
ago when the Kuldja dispute was at 
its height Port Lazareff was expected 
almost daily at one time to pass under 
the flag of St. Andrew, It was 
Russian intrigue, it is believed by 
many, that wns responsible for the 
Seoul outbreak of 1884, and one 
of our late fellow:residents lost 
his post as adviser to the King 
when it was found that he hal been 
trying to bring about a secret agree- 
ment by which Russia was to have 
control of the Corean army and per- 
haps the occupation of ‘Tsushima. 
‘As far back as the early sixtien a 
Russian frigate made a prolonged 
stay at this island, which was only 
brought to a close by the British 
Admiral threatening to go there 
himself and stay as long as the 
Russian stayed. . 

In 1886, however, when we agreed 
to evacuate Port Hamiiton, China 
got from Russia a “distinct and 
official pledge” that under no cit- 
cumstances would she occupy Corean 
territory. Since that time the same 
“distinct aud official” pledge bas 
been made to Japan. How, more 
suo, Russia has broken her word in 
these as in other cases, how she has 
invaded Corean territory under the 
retence of timber cutting, how she 
has tried to get“Masampo into her 
hands, and dndtuoe Japan to agree to 
a partition of the peninsula alto- 
gether—all this is matter. of too 
recent occurrence to need repetition. 
He who sees in procedure. of this 
sort argument that tells in favour of 
Russia end against Japan must 
indeed be admired for ‘his partisan- 
ship.

Korea. By Angus Hamilton, with » 
newly-prepared map and numerous illus- 
trations. In cloth 8vo. 309 pages. Lon- 
don ; William Heinemenn. 1904. 

Thero is a waywardness about this 
book as baffling and as fascinating as the 
kingdom which Mr. Angus Hamilton has 
set himself to describe. Corea is a land 
of contradictions. Just struggling into the 
light of Western civilisation under the dis- 
tracting tuition of several kind instructors, 
whose services aro not always disinterest- 
ed, it would be remarkable wore her course 
to be one of steady consistency. But it is 
somewhat puzzling to follow Mr. Hamilton 
amid the contradictions as they are 
produced in his pages. ‘Thus wo on- 
Geavour to form an impression of Seoul, 
and on page 26 we find this statement! 

“The old order is giving way to the 
new. So quickly has the population 
learned to appreciate the results of 
foreign intercourse that, ins fow more 
years, it will be difficult to find in Seoul 
any remaining link with the capital of 
yore. The changes have been somewhat 
radical.” 

Page 34 qualifies our view, though not 





























our sense of propriety, by adding : 
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It (Seoul) is still not one whit 
Europeanised ; for the picturesqueness of 
the purely Corean principles and stan- 
dards of architecture has been religiously 
maintained, and is to be observed in all 
future improvements. 

Again we read with a’sonse of satisfac 
tion: 

“The streets are magnificent, spacious, 
clean, admirably: made and well drained. 
‘Thenarrow dirty lanes have been widened; 
gutters have been covered, and roadways 
broadened ; until, with its trains, its cars, 
and its lights, its miles of telegraph lines, 
ite Rail 
and glass windows, Seoul is within inea- 
surable distance of becoming the highest, 
most intorvsting, and cleanest city of the 
East.” 

It is rather disappointing six lines fur- 
ther on to observe : 

“The shops still cling to the sides of 
the drains; the jewellers’ shops hang 
above ono of the main sewers of the city ; 
the cabinet and table-makers occupy both 
sides of an important thoroughfare; their 
precious furniture half in and half out of 
fitting gutters, The uative 
merchant loves to encroach npon the 
public thoroughfares whenever possible.

Most of the material contained in tho

Bnt in cooler times, and if he h 
been desirous of catching popular i 
terest in Corea at its height, he could 
probably have written a book more 
permanently valuabl 

Taken for what it is—a book of the 
moment—the introductory chapter is of 
most interest. And this, in point of 
fact, is not concerned with Corea at all, 
but with the prospects of war as 
they appoared to Mr. Hamilton, on 
Christmas day last, and the relative forces 
at tho disposal of Russia and Japan, 
Necessarily there aro paragraphs about 
Port Arthur, concerning which Mr. Hamil- 
ton finds it as difticult to make up his mind 
as he does about Seoul. He tells us, 
what is now generally known, as to the 
restricted nature of the harbour, the 
difficulty of accommodating a fleet of any 
size, and in writing of the arsenals and 
workshops which were mainly taken over 
from the Chinese, when Port Arthur was 
seized ho eays 


“Their existence at the present mo- 
ment tends to show how impossihl 
it is to under-estimate the advantages 
which Russia derives from the posses- 
sion of this port. and how fe veaching 
are the consequences of th .nonstrous 
blunder which Lord Salish _ committed 
when he acquiesced in its snrpation.” 

Further on there is this passage 

‘The defences are indeed magnificent. 
Very few of the forts whic: were in 
existence during the time of the Chinese, 
remain. Since the Russian Government 
entered upon possession the work of 
extending the perimeter of the de 
as well as strengthening the fortifications, 
has been a continuous labour. It is 
quite clear that the authorities arv de- 
termined upon no hali-measures. They

We may take a few excerpts from a 
chapter which deals with the interests of 
the various foreign nations in Corea. The 
extracts given above have already shown 
that Mr. Hamilton has made no attempt 
to polish his journalese, and the following 
sentences are further indications of the 
stylo—erisp but undeniably  shipshoa— 
which pervade the book :— 


“The position which Great Britain Alls 
in Corea is destitute of any great vom- 
mercial or political sigmficance. Un- 
intelligible inaction characterises British 
policy there—as elsewhere.” 

“The importance of the American 
trade in Corea is undeniable. It is com- 
posite in its character, carefully consider- 
ed. protected by the influence of the 
Minister, supported by the energies of 
the American missionaries. and controlled 
by two firms, whose knowledge of the 
wants of Corea is just forty-eight hours 
ahead of the realisation of that want by 
tho Corean.” 

“From time to time the Japanese 
Government itself has attempted to stem 
the torrent of Japanese imigration to 
Corea. But the success of the colonies 
already settled there has made it a 
delicate and a difficult task—one which, in 
the future, the Japanese Government may 
be expected to leave alone.” 

“Little development has distin 
the concessions secured by the 
in Corea.” 

‘The German colony is smali_ and 
insignificant. The Courtband 
has been entrusted to’ the training of a 
German professor. The effect is very 
solemn, and perhaps discloses the 
necessity for the introduction of a Gerinan 
physician to the Imperial househol¢. 
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Mr. Hamilton admits that some 
of his remarks on the missioary 
problem will arouse resentment. They 
are certainly sweeping.

The New Epoch. 

If the Chinese do not change their 
minds again, the near future will see rajl- 
road trains running between Poking and 
Nanking, Rumours ‘of ‘railroads “have 
floated loosely about ever since foreign 
capitalists began to obtain rights of way 
for railroads from the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

In 1899 some Belgian surveyors wont 
over this part of the country inspecting 
and prospecting. Whon HB, Chang hih- 
tung became Vicoroy at Nanking, he 
called in the north of the river official 
and told them to propare the people for 
prospective railroads. It all disappeared 
with the calling of him to the court at 
Peking. 

But it seems to be resurrected anew. 
How much he has to do with the present 
activities, we do not know. Surveyors 
are surveying and the local Chinese aro 
getting used to the prospect of a railroad. 
‘They cannot understand why their rivers, 
their cities even to the very strects, and 
their high roads should be measured. 

“We certainly cannot allow trains of 
cars to run up our main streets. ‘The 
streets are too narrow and people could 
not do business. ‘Then with the children 
and passers-by going and coming all the 
time, some one is bound to be killed.” 

They have been thrice assured that the 
railroad will run neither on their city 











streots, their highways, or in the 
river. | “Then what do they survey 
thom for?” they ask guilelessly. ‘The 


river and roads between here and 
the riverside opposite Nanking have 
all been surveyed, and now the centre 
line of the proposed route is being 
mapped out. Meanwhile a second party 
is busy surveying prospective routes 
between here and the Hwui River at 
Singhwuikuan. ‘The surveyor-in-chief is 
doing this personally. A third party 
have started from the boundary of Shan- 
tung province southward, mapping out 
that part of the route. "The Shanti 
portion is in the hands of the Germat 
The English control this end. 


Another Sign. 

All this is doing much to stir the 
Chinese out of their lethargic condition. 
Some of them want to study Eng- 
lish to be ready, and many of them 
feel like working up a knowledge of 
arithmetic, geography, and some of the 
sciences. A formerschool of Western learn- 
ing, started some three years ago, has 
closed its doors but the literati are’ pro- 
posing to open another. Whether this 
is from patriotic or mercenary reasons is 
hard to determine. It was announced 
after this news had gone abroad that the

Christian Mission was about to open such 
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a school in the place. No teachers 
have as yet been precured for the former. 
All the’ purely Chinese schools opened 
very early in the Chinese year, lest their 
scholars should leave them to attend the 
Christian school. ‘This school has not 
yet been overrun with applications, and if 
it were there’ would still be children 
left. China has not “reformed” yet. It 
takes a long time to move a large body.

Tt was very close on last Thursday and 
Friday morning. Thunder was heard at 
4pm, and a shower of rain followed. 
There is an old saying among Chinese 
that “if it thunders before movement of 
larve takes place (5th March, Sun in 
Pisces) snow will follow. It really did 
next morning and a great storm of wind 
and snow blew in the afternoon. Unfor 
tunutely two ferry-boats on the Dzien 
Dang River crossing to Sihyin were 
upset, and nearly one hundred lives 
were lost. The boatmen were also 
drowned and the ferry-boats floated to 
Fuyang district which is distant from 
Hangehow about 100 li. 

The Knitting Company. 

Ways for women here of gott 
are spitming silk, flattening tin-foil, and 
some other occupations. A man is going 
now to establish a knitting company and 
wants to hire forty women to work in it ; 
the advertisement has been already 
posted on the streets. ‘The oxact idea of 
opening this company is to enable ladies 
to ourn their own living. People can 
hardly live because provisions, clothing, 
ote, aro so dear, and a dollar only 
changes for 870 cash. On the other 
hand, in consequence of the war, most_of 
tho ‘silk weavers, fan-makers, tin-foil 
beaters and other workmen have stopped 
work, I do not know what they will 
do if the war still goes on. 


Evangelical Work. 

During the first Chinese moon almost 
every church had evening services and 
sermons each night for a week. ‘The 
hospital chapel was also pened for that 
purpose; though the weather was not 
fine a great crowd was present overy 
night. ‘The gates were opened wide and 
two red lanterns were hung at the front 
and « chain of small lanterns at the 
entrance, so that the people could find 
the way easily to the chapel.

Seeking Safety. 

Quite a number of the Manchurian 
missionaries have recently come to ‘Tientsin 
to escape the dangers of the storm centre 
when hostilities begin on land. Others have 
been unable to get away from their stafions 
further north, partly because of tho 
impossibility of procuring — transportauion 
since all carts and animals have been im- 
pressed by the Russians ;" aiid even én the 
Tailway when accessible, there has been con- 
siderable difficulty in’ some cases. ‘The 
reports they bring regarding the course 
pursued by the Russians are not such as to 
influence one in favour of the final success 
of their schemes, but the very reverse. 
And they say that the people in Manchuria 
are almost to a man bitterly ompoeed to the 
Russians getting possession of the country ; 
and for good cause. 

Russian Methods. 

As an illustration: an officer with a few 
men will go to a village and demand ‘that 
so many carts and animals, or so much grain 
must be provided within a specified time 
or the village will be burned, and there is 
no help for the poor people, and no redress. 
At a certain village, they had gathered an 
amount of straw; one night it was burned 
and they suspected the villagers; but they 
could neither find culprit nor proof. As a 
warning, this and three other near villages 
wore burned, and all the poor people turned 
out of their homes with nothing but what 
they could carry, in mid-winter. ‘This is one 
illustration of their treatment of the people 
over whom they are endeavouring to establish 
their sway. 

The Unpreparcdness of Russia. 

It is becoming more and more evident that 
Russia was wholly unprepared for the war, 
and that they had no idea whatever that 
Japan would dare to attack the great 
Empire, utterly discounting the know- 
ledge, ‘courage, and preparedness of tho 
Japanese because they had been so patient 
and observant of law and equity as against 
very great provocation. I recently heard of 
& gentleman who. holds an invitation trom 
the “Greut Viceroy of the Bast” to attend 
the last important social function at Port 
Arthur to be held two or three days before 
‘they proposed to close the place to all such 
frivolity ‘and against the enemy as well. He 
hopes to meet the Viceroy again some time 
and show him his invitation, and ask as to 
the success of the ball. ’'The Japs un- 
doubtedly knew what both they and he were 
about—he knew neither. It is reliably said 
that the Russian Minister in Peking said 
some little time ago that Russia could never 
go to war with that little kingdom,—the 
whole world would laugh at them for doing 
60 and whipping the little monkeys !! Such 
« war would be unworthy the great Russian 
nation, 

Another Little Incident 

has both its humorous and its significent 
side. A Russian officer visited Paotingfu to 
muke surveys and acquaint himself with the 
surrounding country. As he could not speak 
Chinese, he was evidently trusting to luck 
for some way of communication for his best 
success. Fortunately for him a well-dressed 
young Chinaman came on the same train 
who could speak French with whom he got 
into conversation, the result being that he 
consented to become interpreter and assistant 
to the Russian officer. Whether or not the 
officer ever learned that his assistant wos a 
Japanese deponent saith not, but such was 
the fact. 


A Large Straw. 

‘There appears to be but one o;inion 
regarding both commerce and mission

Excessive rates here 
and very low rates there; Customs duties 
levied here and none there and its bearing 
on trade are known to all; all theso are 
large straws indicating the direction of the 
wind in the future if Russia succeeds in 
maintaining foothold in any of that Northern 
territory. “It is said that 

German Sympathy 

is very pronounced in favour of Russia, It 
seems almost impossible; but there is a 
reason for it. If Russia succeeds, it will 
when be easy for Germany to consummate 
hher desire to possess herself of Shantung, and 
possibly still further extend her borders, 
Rome through Bishop Anzer made Germany's 
opening; through Russia she hopes to en- 
large her opportunities. 

The Proposed Martyrs’ Memoria} 

in Shanghai. 

‘The remarks of some gentlemen in con- 
versation a few days ago regarding the 
Alartyrs’ Memorial are ot interest as in- 
dicating the possibility of a wiser expen- 
uuwure of the iunds being collected than that 
proposed in Shanghai. {¢ is claimed that a 
jarge building 1n Shanghai in which wilt be 
located the oftices of severul of the bene- 
volent societies; in which will also be « 
Jecture room and other facilities for bringin, 
together the foreigners and the Chinese for 
social and educational advantages; and also 
4 large Assembly Hall for conferences and 
conventions, will attract the attention of 
the many strangers from afar, and the many 
Chinese officials who are continually passing 
through the place, and so enlist the attention 
and sympathy of these various parties. to 
assist in promoting the progress of China. 
But it is doubttul if it will have any ach 
effect; they are not the class of people to 
be thus affected, even if they take the 
trouble to visit the place. This idea is too 
much dike a sandy foundation, and may 
result in a “ white elephant.” The memorial 
idea is a good one; but there was no one 
at or near Shanghai to be memorialised or 
specially remembered; and the local and 
surrounding inhabitants are no more likely 
to be affected or influenced than the passers- 
by. It will to all be simply a large money 
investment, in which are certain offices, and 
“rooms” “or “halls,” and which in ‘some 
way must be made to meet expenses—is a 
paying institution or otherwise. ‘The tnoucht 
bronght out in the conversation referred to, 
and which the Committee may well consider 
before it goes any further, was this: that 
the money should be ded in the 
localities ‘where the martyrs suffered: in 
places where it would be a visible witness 
to those who caused the suffering and to 
their desoendents: in a manner to witness 
to the loving spirit of the Gospel and of 
those who suffered; in a manner to benefit 
tho whole people so far as possible, physical- 
ly morally, and spiritually; in a manner to 
witness to’ the people that ‘the sufferers and 
the Gospel brought to them only good and 
not evil; love and not hate; blessing and not 
revenge; permanent and not evanescent 
good, in that it had returned after suffer- 
ing, and come to stay. Thus not only = 
few, and those of indifferent classes, will see 
few, and those of indifferent classes, will see 
and hear, and be impressed by the lives ani 
tho deaths of those “who being dead are 
still speaking” for truth, for right, for love, 
forgiveness, peace, and mercy. Hence, that

who can never forget, their origin and end, 
or fail to be grateful for the “light that has 
shined out of darkness.”

posal to undertake the Seoul-Wiju railway, 
nor the Seoul-Phyéngyang military tele- 
graphs. The railway will be provided for by 
extraordinary military funds and constructed 
under military supervision.

Canals and Irrigation. 

‘There is a work of groat importance to 
tho future and indeed, to the presont 
wollfare of the country, silently going 
‘on in several parts of India, but espocially 
fn the Punjab. It is the damming up of 
somo of the great rivers and using tho 

ater through a huge network of irriga- 
tion canals for agricultural purposes. In 
Western Punjab, the Chenab and Thelam 
have been thus harnessod and already 
pay about 18 per cent on the enormous 
Putlay of something like seven millions 
sterling; and now the Indus is shortly 
to have a weir thrown across it at a place 
called Mari and its waters spread over an 
frea of about 10,000 square miles. It i 
estimated that about five million acres 
gre already under irrigation from the 
existing canals in the Punjab alone and 
{he area is more likely to increase to 
seven millions. It means that on these 
five to seven millions of acres, crops are 
made quite safo by irrigation and need 
no longer depend on rainfall. We have 
ail heard and read much about tho 
‘Aseuan dam and tho training of the 
Nile, but from an engineering point of 
view this great work is said to be 
Jaferior to that done on theso rivors of 
Northern India, whero the volume of 
water passed is at times as large and 

of the Nile and where the 
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iculties of construction are far greater.

The Opening of Parliament. 

We have got accustomed now to the 
State opening of Parliament by the 
Sovereign in person. During the last 
reign it became a rarer and rarer event; 
but King Edward has thus far opened 
overy session of his Parliament in person, 
and on each occasion he has been accom. 
panied. ‘There is therefore no occasion 
for me to attempt to describe the scene 
on ‘Tuesday. It need only be said that 
inside the Palace of Westminster the 
pageant was as brilliant as ever, although 
the Royal processions from Buckingham 
Palace to St. Stephen's and back were, as 
spectacles, quite spoilt by heavy rain. 
Apart from the historic eeremony in which, 
by the way, the Duke of Devonshire, 
though no longer one of his Majesty's 
Ministers, figured as sword-bearer, the 
opening of Parliament was shorn ‘of a 
good deal of its interest by the absence of 
the Prime Minister, who was suddenly 
smitten with influenza on the day before. 
Fortunately his attack is only. slight, 
but Mr. Balfour is far from robust, and 
experience has shown the necessity of 
Eteat care in these attacks ; hence he was 
not allowed to take his place in 
Parliament much before the middle of 
next week. His absence betrayed, as 
nothing else has done, the weakness to 
which ‘the Cabinet has been reduced 
by the recent secessions. The leader- 
of the House devolved on Mr. 
Douglas, while Mr. Austen Cham. 
in was put up to reply to. the 
general “attack on the Government 
with which Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 
uerman opened the real debate on the 
Address to the Throne. Sit Henry was 
in remarkably good form. His speech 
was full of neat phrases and cutting 
sureasms; and the reply of the Chan. 
cellor of the Exchequer quite disappoint- 
el his supporters. Whatever may be 
dof its matter, it was im manner any- 
ig but a telling piece of oratory.

On Wednesday Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach made an effort to 
get the House to agree to defer the 
whole question for debate on a sub- 
stantive motion when the Address is 
disposed of, but although the Government 
readily agreed to this course, Mr. Morley 
courteously but firmly declined to drop 
his amendment. His action, it is 
understood, was taken with the full 
concurrence of all the Opposition leaders 
and the step is highly significant. It 
is naturally regarded as something like a 
rebuff for the Consorvative Free-traders, 
Doubtless Sir Michael's object was to ar- 
range inatters so thatan amendment might 
be moved condemning Mr, Chamberlain’s 
scheme without implying any censure on 
the Government, thus enabling himself 
and the more moderate Free-traders to 
satisfy their consciences without risking a 
Ministerial defeat or voting against the 
Government. Mr. Morley’s refusal of this 
compromise is taken to mean that the 
Liberalsibelieve themselves strong enough 
to carry the country with them without 
making any concessions to the Unionist 
Free-traders. More probably it means 
that they dare not enter into union with 
the Conservative Free-fooders because of 
the Education question. A working 
union could only be brought about by 
some concession on that question, and 
the Nouconformists would far rather 
abandon Free Trade than allow the 
Church to retain the advantages which it 
derived from the recent Education Acts. 





Army Reform. 

Just on the eve of the mooting of 
Parliament, a sensational report from the 
War Otlice Reconstruction Committee 
was published to the world, with an 
official intimation that the Government, 
with the sanction of the King, had 





already resolved to carry out the 
principal recommendations contained 
in the report. They include the 


abolition of the office of Commandor- 
in-Chief, the formation of an Army 
Council on lines similar to those of the 
Board of the Admiralty, and the appoint- 
ment of an Inspector-General of the 
Army, “ whose principal duties will be to 
inspect and report on the etlicieucy of tho 
military forces under the control of the 
Home Government.” In addition, the 
Comimittes recommonds the establish- 
ment of a new Government Department 
dealing with Defence. It should have at 
its head the existing Defence Committee 
of the Cabinet, presided over by the 
Prime Minister; but attached to this 
there should he a “ permanent nucléus,” 
consisting of a Permanent Secretary, two 
naval officers, two military officers, two 
Indian officers and representatives of the 
Colonies. This Defence Department is 
indeed the “corner-stone of the needed 
edifice of reform ;” and there is no doubt 
that the only reason the recommendation 
has not been formally adopted by the 
Government is that it obviously requires 
the sanction of Parliament before being 
carried into effect. The other recom. 
mendations, important as they are, im- 
ply only administrative changes, not 
involving uew expenditure, and it is 
therefore competent for the Government 
to carry them out without referring them 
to Parliament. ‘he whole scheme will 
of course be discussed in the Commons 
and no doubt submitted to rigorous 
criticism ; but on the whole it has been 
well received by all parties, and_ the 
three members of the Committee—Lord 
Esher, Admiral Fisher and Sir George 
Clarke—have ywon golden opinions both 
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for the courage and practicability of their 
proposals and for the remarkable prompt- 
ness with which they have made their 


recommendations.

‘The War. 

No one here was surprised when at last 
war broke out. Even the most optimistic 
among us had all but abandoned hope of 
peace towards the end. Only in Russia, 
where the national arrogance seems to 
have prevented the people from realising 
that little Japai could be in eamest in 
challenging the mighty Russian Empire, 
and in Germany, where they were misled 
by semi-official utterances, was there any 
surprise. ‘Then our sympathies and our 
views as to the rights and wrongs of the 
questions are far more nearly unanimous 
than they were in our own war in South 
‘Africa, All through that war there was 
a not inconsiderable minority of “ Pro- 
Boers.” But now, when we except Mr. 
Labouchere, who mildly reproaches 
Japan with being bent on war, and di 
putes her claim to a deeper concern in 
Manchuria than other nations have, it is | 
difficult to find a soul anywhere who is| 
not heart and soul on the of the 
Japan. The brilliant coup with which 
our ally started the conflict has filled us 
all with admiration, and our military ox 
perts are many of them confidently 
anticipating that her army — will 
prove as superior to her enemy’s as 
her navy has already done. Of courso 
there are many who shake — their 
heads still and remind us of the-enormous 
resources of Russia as compared with 
Japan ; but little regard is paid to them. 


Shall We Be Involved? 

Very little fear is felt that England 
will bo dragged into the conflict ; but, if 
unfortunately we should be, I do not 
believe a single voice will be raised in 
favour of any attempt to shirk oir treaty 
obligations. One or two Liberal journals 
have, it is true, cautiously raised a doubt 
whether wo did well to enter into the 
alliance, but even they admit that this is 
a subject which it would be useless to 
discuss now. Rightly or wrongly we made 
the treaty, and of course we shall fulfil our 
obligations under it. ‘The general feeling 
is undoubtedly one of profound satis- 
faction that the treaty exists, since with- 
out it Japan could never have made tho 
stand against Russia that she has. It is 
felt, moreover, that the last thing 
Russia desires is that France or any 
other nation should enter the lists on 
her behalf, since the gain would obviously 
be outweighed by the advantage to Japan 
of our active co-operation. Fortunate- 
ly, we are now on excellent terms with 
France, and France hes a strong anti- 
Jingo Ministry. It is true that the 
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ja Russian securities, and that on this 
ground, if on no other, France contom- 
plates with dismay the possibility of hor 
lly’s discomfiture; but the French 
Ithemselves candidly acknowledge that 
they could not render help to Russia in 
the Far East which would compare with 
that which we could afford to Japan. 
Just now the American proposal for 
the neutralisation of China is attracting 
a good deal of attention. But the question 
involves so many complicated issues that 
nobody at present cares to pronounce 
2 decided opinion on it. 
‘The Duke at the Guildhall.

addressed the Guildhall gathering which 
was arranged for at the same time as Mr.

Mr. Morley’s Amendment. 

On the same day Mr, John Morley 
moved in the House of Commons his 
amendment to the Address favouring 
Free Trade and in effect consuring the 
Government for their  conilicting declara- 
tions” on the subject. Unfortunately, 
the interest of the debate was ina largo 
measure destroyed by the absence of Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Balfour ; but it has 
Deen pretty lively nevertheless. As to 
the “conflicting declarations,” the amond- 
ment has been more than justified by the 
debate. First we, had a speech from 
Mr. Gerald Balfour, who, although he 
defended retaliation and even spoko sym- 
pathetically of preferences, was on the 
Whole so strong in his adherence to tho 
main principles of Free Trado that his 
speech was punctuated with cheers from 
the Liberals and Free Food Unionists, 
while Mr. Chaplin, Sir Howard Vineent, 
and the thorough-going Protectionists 
all looked crest-fallen or’ indignant. 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach was so well 
satisfied that ho announced his almost 
settled intention to vote against the 
amendment, while other Free Fooders 
who had intended to vote for it made up 
their minds to be content with absenting 
themselves from the division. Sinco then, 
however, Mr. Lyttleton, the new Colonial 
Secretary, has made a strongly Protec- 
tonist speech, and the Free Fooders aro 
all unsettled onco more. Even Lord 
Hugh Cecil, who deliverod an exceedingly 
able speoch in support of Free Trade, 
began to waver, and Mr. Winston 
Churchill was almost alone among Con- 
servatives in declaring his intention to 
vote against the Government. Now, how- 
ever, no one knows what will happen. 
‘Thore is unfortunately no hope that the 
doctors will allow Mr. Arthur Balfour’ to 
attend.

‘The Council has pleasure in sub- 
mitting its report for the past year 
during which, with the exception of 
the “Supso” Case, no very special 
features have had to be recorded. ‘The 
fact that during the period under review 
tho machinery of local government has 
worked smoothly is attested to by the 
absence from the Report of two familiar 
headings, viz., Special Meetings of Rate- 
payers and Legal Proceedings, a fact on 
which the community may fairly be 
congratulated. 

In the absence of any events calculated 
to stimulate recruiting, the condition of 





the Volunteer Corps may well be regarded 
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as satisfactory, tho total strength at the 
end of the year being 567. The Council 
testifies with pleasure to the excellent 
work done and to the efficiency attained 
under the command of Major Watson and 
takes occasion at the same time gratefully 
to acknowledge the valuable assistance 
and interest continually shown in the 
affairs of the Corps by Major-General Sir 
William Gascoigne while commanding 
. HLM, Forces in Hongkong. Since the 
report was compiled it has been officially 
suggested to the Council that the interest 
of the Corps and of the community would 
‘be advanced if tho franchise were specially 
conferred upon efficient Volunteers, under 
suitable conditions; this matter has 
been referred to the incoming Council 
with the recommendation that it receive 
immediate and favourable consideration ; 
at the same time the opinion of the Coun- 





defined procedure, presents many and 
grave difliculties. ‘Theso are at present 
under consideration and it is hoped that 
with the assistance of the Consular 
Authorities concerned, definite arrange- 
ments may soon be made for the future 
guidance of the executive. Meanwhile 
the Council holds the view that if defend- 
ants in civil proceedings are hence 
forward to be detained in custody, their” 
imprisonment must be under conditions 
which shall secure for them fair treatment 
and decent accommodation and that the 
cost of their maintenance must be 
defrayed not out of the public funds, but 
by those who have instituted proceedings 
against them. 

‘The new Gaol was completed during 
the past year and although its organisation, 
especially as regards the financial side of 
convict labour, is still incomplete, it has 





cilhas beon recorded that the proposed; met an urgent need and added salutary 


legislation should confer similar privileges 
on efficient members of the Fire Brigade. 

The strength of the Police Force has 

een fairly maintained and Captain 
Boisragon testifies to the general good 
conduct of the Force during the past year. 
‘The authorised strongth of the European 
Police is admittedly insufficient to meet 
all the demands that are made upon it ; 
certain additions, especially in the Detec- 
tive Branch, have recently been made and 
“only financial considerations prevent a 
necessary further increas 
for the community to realise the numb 
and variety of the duties which fall upoi 
the Police Force, duties by no means 
confined to the detection and prevention 
of crime ; under the latter heading alone 
99,720 cases have been recorded as com- 
ing under notice during the year. 
In connection with Police work 
the Councit’s attention has been especial- 
ly directed of lato to the suppression of 
disorderly houses, the prevention of rabies 
by seizure and destruction of stray dogs, 
to the improvement of the public 
wriesha service ; in all these matters 
Some progress has beon mado and if in 
enforcing tho Muzzling Order some 
friction has arisen, it was inevitable and 
necessitated by the community's recogni- 
tion of the urgency of the rabies ques- 
tion. 

In the absence of those reforms at the 
Mixed Court which successive Councils 
have concurred in regarding as urgently 
necessary, that tribunal continues to pre- 
sent features which render difficult our 
local administration in more than one 
direction ; especially is it to ho noted that 
‘a possible source of scrious trouble con- 
tinues to exist in the absence of complete 
reciprocity between this Settlement and 
the French in regard to the functions of 
Consular Assessors at the Courts, a mat- 
ter which yet remains to be arranged 
between the governments concerned. 
‘This fact is the more regrettable inasmuch 
as it is generally understood that the in- 
troduction of improved regulations for 
the Mixed Court has beon agreed to by 
all the members of the Diplomatic Body 
at Poking with the exception of the 
French Minister, whose unwillingness or 
inability to concur therein effectively 
blocks reforms most necessary to our local 
government. Under existing conditions, 
as has recently been shown in the case of 
Chou Fu-seng, both the spirit and th 
letter of the local regulations of the Mix- 
ed Court, approved by the Consular and 
Diplomatic Bodies in 1902, may be 
ignored with impunity. 

A serious question of daily increasing 
importance lies in the status, custody, 
and maintenance of native defendants in 
civil suits ; it is a question which, as mat- 
ters stand and in the absence of clearly

terrors to the existence of Chinese 
criminals in our midst, whose dislike for 
its solitary confinement system is un- 
mistakable. When by the completion of 
the Women’s Block building operations 
‘on the premises cease, it is confidently 
hoped that this Municipal institution may 
differ from ordinary gaols in that any per- 
ns confined there will not leave the pre- 
mises until their sentence has expired. 

Tho public health during 1903 was 
fortunately good and the report of the 
Ith Officer, whose Department con- 
tinues its civilising work at a very 
moderate cost to the Ratepayers, pre- 
sents few features of special importan: 
It isa matter for regret, in the Council’s 
opinion, that the community's interest 
was not sufliciently shown in the neces- 
ry improvement of public sanitation to 
ring together a quorum in March last 
for the discussion of those proposed new 
public health bye-laws which the Council 
then submitted ; these now await the day 
when, under pressuro of some urgent 
necessity, public opinion shall awake to 
the need for such legislation. 

The Fire Department, as usual, has 
rendered excellent service to the ‘com- 
munity and deserves its best thanks, the 
number of fires during the year being the 
highest on record. A new station, with 

ion for Firemen’s quarters, is under 
construction in the Sinza District, whe 
by the Brigade’s work should be materi 
ly assisted. 

The financial position of the Muni- 
cipality is generally satisfactory ; the re- 
venue showing an all-round increase of 10 
per cent over the estimates. The growth 
of the General Municipal Rate, forei 
and native, points unmistakably not_ only 
to the enhancement of rentals, so justly 
deplored by tenants, but to a steady in- 
crease in population, which the consus of 























1905 will no doubt confirm. The build- 
ing trade continues to show undiminished 
activity, a fact from which tenants as a 
class should before long derive some 
benefit. 

Under Municipal Loans it is to be not- 
ed that, out of a total of} lacs authorised 
to be raised for general purposes of the 
Extraordinary Budget, only Tis. 340,000 
was actually issued and the financial 
year closed with a deficit of Tis. 195,000 
To prevent misapprehension it may be 
well to explain that the entire amount 
required could readily have been raised 
early in the year had it not been for 
the fact that the Council, seeing no 
reason to apprehend unusual tightness of 
money, was unwilling to lower the pre- 








mium rate, which therefore rem-inz¢ 
3 per cent till 1st July and thereafter at 
1 per cent until the end of the year. Tho 
eport and accounts bear testimony to 











the activity of the Engineer's Depart. 
ment ; the list of public works completed 
and under construction at the close of 
the year strikingly illustrates the develop- 
ment of the Settlement and its needs. 
‘The Department's expenditure under all 
headings during 1903 was roughly ‘Tis, 
1,100,000, equal to about four-fifths of 
the Council's ordinary revenue, and at 
‘the end of the yoar there were in pro- 
gress, amongst other buildings, a new 
Isolation Hospital, the Chineso Public 
School, a new Police Station at the Bub- 
bling Well, three new Markets, and tho 
S.V.C. Head Quartors. Road extension 
work, as the Report shows, has been 
steadily carried on, the total amount 
expended thereon during the year, being 
a quarter of a million of taels. The 
Couneil’s efforts to ob ain satisfactory 
conditions of land surrender from Chinese 
landowners in the Northern and Eastern 
Districts, similar to those obtained in the 
Western, have so far beon frustrated by 
the obstructive tactics of the native 
officials with whom this question has been 
under negotiation for the past 15 months, 
In other directions good progress has 
been made; it has, however, become 
evident that expenditure under this head- 
ing must inevitably be curtailed either 
by restriction of work or by render- 
ing landowners liable to a portion of 
the cost of road construction through 
their property and the Council has there- 
fore decided on submitting legislation 
intended to effect the Inttor object. Tho 








, [condition of the Yangkingpang during the 


year has continued to deteriorate and tho 
Couneil’s efforts to secure co-operation of 
the French Authorities in those sanitary 
and other measures which are obviously 
necessary to its proper maintenance have 
produced no good results. The Council’ 
reasons for unwillingness to accept the 
French Authorities’ view in regard to the 
treatment of this creek, and to join in the 
work of its culverting, have beon fully 
stated on more than ono occasion ; recent 
observations and experience have only 
tended to confirm the Council in the vies 
originally expressed and to mako it 
evident that the proposed work, while 
unnecessary in the interests of tho 
public health, is inadvisable in the 
eneral interests of the community. 
that some measures must beforelong be 
taken to remedy the oxisting state of 
affairs is, however, self-evident and the 
Council therefore ' recommends to 
suecessors that if the French Author 
are unwilling to re-institute tho Poli 
and sanitary work which has hitherto 
been jointly performed for this import- 
ant waterway, it be suggested that such 
work be entrusted in its entirety to the 
Municipality of this Settlement. 
Protracted negotiations, and even- 
tually arbitration, have ‘taken place 
inregard to theexisting agreement 
with the Waterwork Company, ne- 
cossitated by the failure of the Com- 
pany and of past Councils to come to 
a clear understanding as to the scope 
and effect of that agreement, especially 
in its relation to the extended area of the 
Settlement. It is hoped that this matter 
having been set at rest it will be possible 
80 to revise an’ define the existing agree- 
ment with the Company as to preclude 
possibility of any misunderstanding in 
future while securing to the community 
those advantages which were evidently 
intended to be conferred upon the Rate- 
payers when the right of using the public 
store's wes first given to to Company. 
Under general matters, the question of 
‘Tramways and their construction still 
requires attention and fresh negotiat- 
ions.

“Do not expect 
too much of your elected representatives” 
said a student of public affairs and fre- 
fquent speaker at Ratepayers’ meetings in 
the past, now unfortunately lost to 
Shanghai; and again ‘ Do not be run by 
permanent officials” said a more recent 
Special pleader. It may be matter for 
regret that such frank advice, tendered 
jn comment upon the Council’s action in 
technical matters, is not forthcoming in 
re to Broader lines of policy and 
administration as evidence of general 
interest in matters financial or executive. 
Shanghai to-day undoubtedly needs the 
formation and expression of public 
opinion in regard to local government. 

‘One of the most salient features of 
Municipal finance has hitherto been its 
elasticity, and on the present occasion, as 
usual, there remain for discussion certain 
headings of expenditure the necessity for 
which has arisen since the compilation of 
the Budget. In spite of the stringent 
provisions of Article 25 of the Land 
Regulations, it is found in practice 
that many ‘calls upon the public funds 
have to be met for which the published 
Budget makes no provision, and the 
strict legality of such expenditure is not 
complete until the Financial Statement 
for the year subsequently receives the 
Ratepayers’ sanction. 

Up to the present there have already 
arisen certain matters to which condi- 
tional and general public approval might 
on the present occasion be given al- 
though detailed estimates of the sums in- 
volved are not at present calculable. 

(i) Thore is the possible purchase of 
Cadastral lots 167 and 168 which adjoin 
the Municipal offices in the Hankow 
Road; should theso small lots of recently 
scheduled land be purchasablo, at a 
reasonable figure, it is the Couneil’s opin- 
jon that they should be acquired with a 
view to the extension of the central Muni- 
cipal offices and buildings which futuro 
dovelopment will undoubtedly necessitate. 

(ii) A scheme is on foot for the exten- 

sion of the Public Gardens by the raisin; 
‘and bunding in of that unsightly strip of 
foreshore which is in evidence at low 
water opposite the Pootung Point. If 
the necessary assent of the proper au- 
thorities is obtained to this proposal and 
if the estimates for the work are of a 
moderate character, the improvement is 
‘ich the Couneil feels sure will ro- 
the ready assont of the public. 
(iii) A proposal has been received since 
the Ist of January from the trustees of 
the Recreation Fund to expend a sum of 
‘Ts. 2,500in the development of that large 
tract ‘of land which has been acquired 
near the Rifle Range for purposes of 
public recreation, and the condition which 
fhe trustees impose, viz., that the Council 
will expend a like amount from Municipal 
funds, has already been assented to and 
the whole arrangement made public. 

(iv) Since the Budget was compiled, 
the Committee of the Shanghai Public 
School has furnished full details of its 
financial proposals for the coming year 
and it will be noticed that to pay off the 
school overdraft and to meet the estimated 
expenditure for 1904, a sum of Tis. 
47,000 will be required, the figure in tho 
published Budget being ‘Tis. 13,000. 

(w) The Council has been notified by 
the Committee of the Chinese Public 
School that the building now in progress 
will probably be opened in the autumn ; 
for the furnishing of the establishment, 
‘the payment of the two school-masters 
already arrived from England, and for 
ther necessary expenses in connection 
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a

with the inanguration of this 
sum of Tis. 10,000 may be required. 
‘Thisexpenditure was approved in principle 
at thelRatepayer= meetiagiof 13th March,

The above are indications of the calls 
upon the public purse which arise during 
each year, for which there is no definite 
authority, but which the Council in its 
discretion meets with the assurance that 
the Ratepayers’ endorsement will follow. 

‘ft will be noted that a sum of Tis. 3,000 
is included in the Budget for repairs to 
the Garden Bridge. Had tho Tramways 
Concession come into offect the construc- 
tion of a new bridge to replace the pre- 
sent structure would have been immodiate- 
ly necessary and it would have been 
Duilt under the arrangenent whereby tho 
‘Tramways Company was to bear part of 
the cost. As matters stand, however, the 
Council considers that the present bridge 
may safely be made to last another year 
with certain temporary repairs and the 
{gnestion of replacing it will be deferrod 
Until the question of tramways comes up 
for further consideration. It may bo 
mentioned that the cost of a wooden 
bridge has been estimated at Tis. 86,000 
and that from information received by 
telegraph from England, America, and 
Germany, that of a steel bridge 50 foot 
in width, with reinforced approach spans- 
on the Hongkew side, should cost someth- 
ing over Tis, 200,000. ‘The Council fully 
recognises the urgency of dealing with 
this matter but considers it advisablo to 
treat it simultaneously with that of tram- 
ways, if possible. 

‘The only alteration proposed in tho 
‘Tax Schedule for 1904 is under the hend- 
ing of licensed carts where the maximum 
feo, intended to be applied to furniture 
vans and other large vehicles, has been 
raised to $6 per mensom. It is intorest- 
ing to note that the principal features of 
local taxation have now remained un- 
changed since 1898 but it is becoming 
jnereasingly evident—and the Couneil 
has drawn attention to the fact on moro 
‘than one recent occasion—that this happy 
state of affairs cannot continue indefinite- 
ly, with the interest on heavy annual 
Toans to meet, unless expenditure is 
materially reduced under certain head. 
ings and unless cortain existing sources of 
revenue aro made to yield better results. 
‘To this subject the Council will again refer 
under Resolution VILE and in introducing 
the resolution, to be brought boforo the 
Special Meeting, in reference to com- 
pulsory assessments on landowners for 
road construction work. 

‘The credit of the Municipality remains 
sound, the statement of its assots, even 








atthe low book value of the Council's 
realisable lands, shows an aggregate of 2} 
millions of taels, whereas the loan total 
the 


for the first time has. reached 
equivalent of one year’s revenue. 
statutory limit for borrowing by Briti 
municipalities is, generally speaking, twie 
tho rateable value, i.e. locally, say Tis. 
6,000,000. Tho present resolution is 
worded so as to enable the Council, should 
Uebentures be unplacoable locally or only 
fat a rate of discount which may be con- 
‘sidered unsatisfactory, to take such other 
steps for borrowing money as may seem 
expedient. Tho raising of a gold loan 
Srould be a step not to be taken without 
due consideration, but its possibility is 
ot remote and the Council desires the 
necessary authority for such a step should 
it hereafter appear advisable. 

In supplementation of the explanatory 
remarks already published in regard to 
the Budget the following brief details 













may be of interest. ‘The amount required 
fo be borrowed during the coming year ia 
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at Tis. 550,000 for general pu 
Poses, but it is to be noted that this 
amount covers the deficit of Tis. 195,000 
carried forward from last year when only 
Tis, 340,000 was raised out of Tis. 550,000 
authorised : that is to say that for the two 
years—1903 and 1904—the total amount 
of Municipal loans will amount to not more 
than Tis. 890,000 against which it is to be 
noted that Tis. 148,500 will have been re- 
paid under the Sinking Fund, 

Under Revenue, it is to be observed 
that Wharfage Dues have been estimated 
at last year’s figure but that the effect on 
trade. of the war in the North may not 
improbably reduce the public income under 
this heading. As regardsthe Land Tax, the 
proposed increased assessments obtainable 
under Resolution VIII are not caloulated 
to produce any marked effect upon the 
estimates, being rather regarded as a 
measure of equity to prevent the recur- 
rence of unreasonable heavy claims for 
land required for road widenings or ex- 
tensions. Its intended effect is therefore 
rather reduction of expenditure then any 
immediate increase in income. In refer- 
ence to the general incidence of the land 
tax the Council's attention has been drawn 
to criticism of the system under which 
landowners pay, not upon the actual or 
market value of their property, but upon 
an assessed value. ‘This assessed rate has 
for many years past been taken at 75 per 
cont of the real value and it has recently 
boon suggested as equitable that this 
systom should be abandoned and that 
landowners should pay upon a full assess- 
ment of their land. On this subject the 
Couneil would observe that the object of 
successive Assessment Committees in al- 
lowing this 25 per cent reduction has been 
based on their desire to provide for 
fluctuation and to prevent frequent claims 
by landowners for reduction of values. 
Against this must be placed the fact that 
the general tendency of land values has 
hitherto beon upward and that such pro- 
vision for fluctuation has therefore been 
unnecessary, The Council’s opinion in 
this matter, however, is that a system of 
assessment and taxation which has existed 
unquestioned and undisturbed for many 
yoars should not be altered without a 
formal expression of opinion and discus- 
sion at a public meeting and it is evident 
that in considering tho Budgot full op- 
portunity is accorded for an expression 
of such public opinion on this or any other 
important question, 

Under the heading of License Fees it 
may be noted that the proposed general 
system of Municipal control, supervision 
and licensing of public markets has not 
yet been brought:into full effect, but that 
when the three markets now in course of 
construction are completed, the elimina. 
tion of existing private establishments 
for supply of food will follow asa natural 
result. 

The introduction of a scale of fees for 
miscellaneous permits is under considera- 
tion and is intended to come into foree in 
the near future. ‘This issue has in the 
past beon free but the number of permits 
annually made out now amounts to about 
5,000, and the Council considers it only 
right that a small fee should be imposed 
to cover the cost of the necessary in- 
spection and clerical work involved. 
Among the works for which these permits 
are required are: erection of fences, re- 
pairs to houses, mud-filling, opening the 
streets, erecting sign-boards, and minor 
building operations. 

On the expenditure side of the Budget, 
the information supplied in the Council's 
published staterrent is so fully detailed 
that no further explanation appears to be 
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required: any questions raised on the 
subject will however be duly answered. 

There being no discussion Resolution 
'V was put to the meeting and carried 
unanimously. 

The Cuarnwax—It is moved by Mr.

Mr. Bayye—The details of the 
Proposed extension scheme for the 
Electrical Department were published 
at the end of the past year, showing 
the work which has been done up to 
date and the expenditure contemplated 
for 1904, to carry out the scheme as-origi. 
nally outlined ; the estimated capital ex- 
penditure was stated to be Tis. 141,000, 
These figures were given in the minutes 
published by the Council on the 24th of 
December, together with very full infor- 
mation on the general finances and work- 
ing of the Department. At that date ex- 
change was calculated at 2/3, but it is 
considered reasonably safe to-take it at 
2/6 to-day, snd the amount of the capital 
expenditure for the year is therefore redu- 
cod to Tls. 120,000. 

The extension scheme for the current 
year includes three water-tube boilers 
each of 800 horse-power, to be fitted with 
mechanical stokers and artificial draft 
apparatus. A motor generator, under 
order in Berlin, and up-to-date switch- 
gear for all the oxisting sub-stations, 
and: the erection ot two steel roofs 
instead of the present single wooden roof, 
complete a general outline of the works 
intended. The total estimated cost of 
machinery and plant to be ordered on a 
sterling basis is estimated at £12,275, 
while the cost of its erection and of 
building alterations with extension of 
mains, duplication of feeder circuits, ete. 
should amount to about Tis. 50,000. 

The report and accounts as published 
show that the extension of the Depart. 
ment's activity in 1903 has been consi 
able, the number of lights connected with 
the mains on 3ist December being, 
42,500, a net increase of over 10,000 ai 
ing the year, and itis estimated that at 
tha end of 1904 the figure should reach 
55,000 eight-candle power lamps. Sinco 
July 1902 tho rate per unit sold for pri- 
vate lighting has been reduced from 20 
to 14 tael cents, a price which compares 
favourably with the cost of lighting else- 
where, and the Couneil considers that when 























the temporary inconvenience and defects 
caused by the very heavy installation 
work connected with the new plant has 
been completed, and when the Depart- 
ment has settled down to regular working 
on its enlarged basis, the community will 
have reason to be satisfied with this 
Municipal undertaking. It is undeniable 
that during the transition period th 
lighting, and especially that of the public 
streets, has been defective and irregular, 
but making due allowance for existing 
conditions and for the reorganisation of 
the Department's work on’ systematic 
lines of improvement, the Council has 
good hopes for the future and considers 
that the community is fully justified in 
expending the sum now asked for in the 
erection of the additional plant required. 

The report of the Electrical Depart. 
ment has been unavoidably delayed by 
pressure of work and sickness am: 








the staff and was therefore not included 








in the General Report of the Council. It 


has now been printed, however, and copies 
of the document have been placed in the 


seats at this meeting. 


It will be observed that the accounts 
are stated in the revised form recom- 
mended by Mr. Guerrier as the result of 
his special audit and enquiry into the 
Department's finances in July last. Do. 
preciation under its various headings has 
been set out in full and the balance sheot 
contains detailed information in regard to 
the various assets of the Department, 
Under the heading of net revenue account 
it will be observed that special charges 








incurred in connection with plant exten- 


sion amount to Tis. 12,800, a figure which 
ractically reduces the usual profit of the 
jepartment to a slight deficit for the 
year under review. It was unavoidable 
that in installing new plantand in convert. 
ing existing plant to the reduced fro- 
quency of 50 cycles, such expenditure 
should be incurred; but the charge is ono 
for which there will not be any necessity 
in future and the more economical worly 
ing which is rendered possible by the 
change should more than compensate 
horeafter for the present year’s absence of 
profit. Had it not been for this unusual 
expenditure which has properly -beon 
charged to revenue and to the reserve of 
Tis. 4,000 made to provide against con- 
tingencies on realisation of certain stores, 
the profit of the Department would have 
amounted to about Tis. 15,000; for the 
current year it is estimated at Tls, 20,240, 

Copies of the Electrical Engineor'sreport 
are in your hands; it contains full and 
detailed: information in regard to the 
business and working of the Department. 
I propose therefore, without further ex. 
planation, to submit the Resolution.

of legitimate Municipal trading.” It is 
unnecessary for me to renew on tho 
present occasion any discussion as to the 
issue thus decided; the opinion of the 
Ratepayers having “been expressed it 
becomes the Council’s duty to carry it 
into effect under the most advantage. 
ous conditions obtainable, and with this 
‘end in view, the present Resolution has 
been brought before this meeting. You 
will no doubt recollect that in a recent 
minute the Council published its opinion 
as to the effect of the Ratepayers’ deci- 
sion upon the general business of the

‘ongst /decision on this point appears to have 
met with public approval. 
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‘ince the end of January the Electrical 
Engineer has subimitted a detailed state- 
‘ment of all the fittings in stock and under 
order, and the Council has publicly called 
for tenders to purchase the same; as a 
result two offers have been received 
and carefully considered. The best terms 
submitted for the purchase of this stock is 
an offer of Tis. 24,500 and the book cost 
of the goods amounts to about Tis. 
32,000 ; it will therefore be noted that, if 
we accept the highest offer received, a 
loss under the Department's heading of 
“stock and stores” will have to be met 
amounting to the sum of about Tis. 7,500. 
‘The figure cannot be definitely ascertain 
ed as exchange has not beon settled on 
the goods under order. 

The Council’s reason for recommend- 
ing the course of action stated in the 
present Resolution is based on the opinion 
that to work off the stock gradually would 
be contrary to the sense of the Rate- 
payers’ recorded decision ; it would more- 
over ultimately leave the Council in 
possession of many miscellaneous articles 
Gifficnlt or impossible of sale. If the pre- 
sont Resolution is adopted and the entire 
stock sold in due course, the Council will 
be relieved of work which the Ratepayers 
have decided to be undesirable and 
‘opposed to the interests of local electrical 
firms, and a vexed question will thus be 
sottled in the most effective manner pos- 
sible. It is of courso a matter for regret 
that the immediate result should bo a 
Joss of public funds unprovided for in 
the Department's estimates, but such 
Joss was no doubt anticipated by the 
Ratepayers when deciding to dis 
the sale of electrical fittings.

‘Mr. Bayye—Tho resolution which has 
just been read is one of the results of the 
Council's ‘decision to take all possible 
steps to reduce Municipal expenditure 
under the heading of land purchases for 
road extension work. Its anticipated 
effect is that owners whose property is 
scheduled under Land Regulation VIa 
will be less likely to make heavy claims 
for compensation than they have been in 
the past when they realise that, by so 
doing, they will render their property 
liable to a proportionately heavy rate of 
land tax. As has been stated elsewhere, 
the present assessed values of land for 
taxation purposes do not represent as a 
rale the full market value of property and 
it has been placed on record by recent 
‘Assessment Committees that their valua- 
tion is practically 75 por cent of the real 
value ; itis understood that this reduc- 
tion is made chiefly to allow a margin for 
fluctuation and thus to prevent frequent 
claims for re-assessment. Since the last 
‘Assessment was completed, however, it 
has been brought home to the Council in 
‘nearly every caso where compensation 
has been made for compulsory land 
surrenders, that the assessments of pro- 
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perty are generally below even this 
75 per cent valuation. In many instances 
it has been conclusively proved that pro- 
perty could be sold for 50 or 75 per cent 
more than its assessed value. In a lettor 
from Messrs. Scott &“Carter published in 
the Annual Report for 1903 we find the 
following interesting statement: “We 
are prepared to show that in the case of 


two lots which have changed hands with- |)" 


in the last few months in the Northern 
District, the price paid has in each case 
been considerably more than twice the 
assessed value, and that in a third case 
land assessed at Tis. 8,000 per mow has 
been leased at a rental which, capitalised 
at 7 per cent, would make it worth 
‘Tis. 23,000.” It has been recorded as the 
Council’s opinion, an opinion confirmed 
by the decisions of the Land Commis- 
sioners in! recent <cases, that’ the assess- 
ment throughout the Settlement is 
generally x low one, and this being the 
case, any steps taken to make landowners 
bear, directly or indirectly, a fairer share 
of the public burden will no doubt meet 
with general support. 

‘The objection to frequent re-assess- 
ments, apart from the work involved, 
is obvious and, in the absence of any 
serious fluctuation it is not the 
Couneil’s policy to make"such re-assess- 
ments at any shorter interval than three 
years—generally speaking the interval has 
been five ; nor would it be reasonable to 
expect an Assessment Committee, how- 
ever able the expert opinion guiding its 
decisions, to arrive at results which would 
be permanently and generally satisfactory. 
Without definite knowledge of the 
methods and information on which the 
Jast assessment was based and of the 
factors since affecting land values, it is 
sufficient, I think, to note the general 
opinion that the taxation rate is not a 
high one and to apply to its future work- 
ing the salutary check contained in the 
present Resolution. 

This merely provides for an equitable 
arrangement to meet the case of owners 
have claimed compensation atthe 
full market value of their property plus 
compulsory sale consideration, and who 
atthe same time are paying under the 
latest assessment on values far below the 
market rate. During the past year, the 
Council has been required to pay for 
compulsory land surrenders at rates cot 
siderably higher than the assessed value 
after allowing for the compulsory sale, 
and in several cases improvements have 
been deferred or abandoned in view of 
the claims raised—a result unfair 
to the Ratepayers and generally undesir- 
able. It is the Council’s intention, if 
this Resolution is now adopted, to assess 
land in such cases from the Ist of Jan- 
uary 1904 at the rate upon which com- 
pensation was actually paid, less 25%; 














1 this latter reduction being made in con- 


formity with existing practice which, in 
the absence of criticism or objection by 
the Ratepayers, the Council leaves undis- 
turbed. Such special assessments, coming 
into force as from the Ist of January, 
would remain effective until the next 
general assessment of land, and they 
would no doubt form useful’ precedents 
and afford guidance to the next Assess- 
ment Committee. 

_ The whole question of land taxation, 
inits relation to the Municipal finances 
and compared with other sources of 
revenue, is one of considerable difficulty, 
In the absence of initiative for reform, 
however, the subject does not appear to 
call for treatment on the present occasion. 
‘The Council will be happy to afford any

Council's. opinion presents conditions 
advantageous to the community.” 

Mr. Bayye—In laying before you 
this Resolution it may be woll 
to recapitulate briefly the history of 
tramway negotiations since the matter 
was first seriously considered in 1898. 
At the meeting which took place in Sop- 
tember of that year, the Council was 
authorised to call for tenders and to sub- 
mit the result for ratification by the Rate- 
payers with .such recommendations as 
inight be considered advisable. An offer 
by the Shanghai Tramway Syndicate was 
selected by the Council of 1899, and placed 
before the Ratepayers at a special moot- 
ing held in October ofthat year; this 
selected tender was published in pamphlet 
form at the time and it will be remembor- 
od that it offered terms most advantageous 
to the community, terms which have 
never since been obtainable in any qui 
ter. This offer was, however, rejected 
by vote of the meeting and the question 
remained in abeyance for somo time. In 
1901 it was actively revived and two 
Special Meetings were held on tho sub- 
ject during the year; at the second, a 
resolution was adopted requesting and 
authorising the Council to consider such 
offers as might be submitted before 
the next Annual Meeting and to settle 
the terms on which tramways might be 
constructed and worked, provided al- 
ways that the scheme should not take the 
form of a Municipal undertaking. Tt was 
subsequently realised that the period be- 
tween October and March was insufficient 
to allow of satisfactory tenders being 
prepared and the date for tendering was 
therefore extended to June 1902, action 
which, taken by the Council without 
authority, was ratified by the Ratepayors 
at their nextmeeting. As the result of 
the steps then taken three tenders for 
electric tramways wore received and of 
these the offer submitted by the Brush 
and British Electric Traction Co. was 
eventually accepted by the Council and a 
formal contract was made, ratified by the 
Company in London in April last. The 
further history of this contract is known 
to the community ; after protracted de- 
lays in which no information was given 
tothe Couneil of the Company's inten- 
tions, nor any indication vouchsafed of 
its inability to raiso the necessary capital, 
the formal undertaking given was te- 
pudiated ina manner which the Council 
has reason to believe is unprecedented in 
the history of tramway construction. 

It has been suggested that, in not 
obtaining from the successful tenderers 
substantial deposit upon signature of the 
contract, the Council acted without due 
caution. On this subject it-is to be 
observed that such cash deposits, or 
guarantees for the fulfilment of contracts 
made, are not usual in dealing with com- 
panies of good stariding and -that the 
Council's contract with the Brush Com-

pany is modelled on similar agreements 
made elsewhere, in Hongkong for instance, 
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for similar undertakings. In 1899, when 
definite specifications were laid down for 
the guidance of all tenderers, a financial 
Aeposit was made one of the conditions 
of tendering, and, had the Shanghai 
Tramway Syndicate’s offer been accepted 
by the Ratepayers, such deposit would | th 
have been forthcoming. In 1901, however, 
the time allowed for tendering, under te 
terms of the Ratepayers’ Resolution, was 
not suflicient to permit of new speciticn- 
tions being prepared and it was therefore 
left to tenderers to make their own condi- 
tions independently. The companies 
which then submitted offers were un- 
willing to agree to the deposit clause and 
tho Council had therefore either to 
entertain none of the offers or to take 
tho best of them, viz., that of the Brush 
Company. I think it may fairly be 
said, ronding the Brush Company's tender, 
which has beon published like the rest 
in pamphlet form, that the Council was 
justified in considering the parties to 
that agreoment to bo of suficiently high 
standing to carry out their undertaking. 
Such has, however, not proved to be the 
caso and the Council can therefore only 
express regret at the unfortunate con- 
clusion of these protracted negotiations, 
and place before this meeting the Ré 
solution which I have now proposed. 
The moment is undoubtedly inoppor- 
tune as regards tho investment of 
European or American capital at Shang- 
hai, and matters will most probably not 
improve before the conelusion of tho 
‘present war. The ‘ouncil realises 
that in calling for tramway tenders at 
tho present time, however urgent tho 
noeds of the community, Shanghai is not 
likely to obtain such conditions as might 
have been obtained five years ago, or may 
possibly be forthcoming’ hereafter. It is 
only fair to face this fact and it is for 
this mocting to decide whether under the 
circumstances it is better to proceed with 
such an offer as may be obtainable or to 
Postpone calling for tenders until the 
present tightness of money and the un- 
cortainties of the political situation are 
ieved.

It must suffice to say that the 
Committee proceeds on the assumption, 
that the same qualities of mind and 
character, which make for success in the 
professions, will also command it in 
business career. To put it broadly; the 
best of education is not too good for 
jeommerce. It follows, then, that, since 
8 boy's leisure is limited, the emphasis 
must be laid on the strictly edneative 
subjects; while other subjects, interesting 
and valuable in themselves, must take @ 
secondary placo in the syllabus, as being 








of relatively less importance from an 
educational’ point of view. Now, no 
sooner is this done, than you find your- 
self confronted with this difficulty, that, 
| to the leading subjects of the curriculum, 
the Bible is an indispensable text-book, 
Without this book they are deprived of 
half their value as factors in education. 
I should like to develop this thesis at 
length, but time and your patience forbid. 
But led me ask this. Can yon point me 
to any single period of English history 
which it is possible to comprehend with. 
out a reference to the Bible? Is it pos- 
sible to lead boys into the realm of Eng. 
lish verse and give them a notion, I will 
not say of the spirit, but, even, of the 
meaning of poetry, without a knowledge 
of the book from which its loftiest 
inspiration and its noblest imagery 
are drawn? Why, Sir, I do not know 
how we are to teach children their own 
language, if you are to deprive us of this 
supreme English classic. You may bo 
able to rear clerks on a diet of shorthand 
and the rule of three, but itis certain yon 
can never bring up good citizens without 
2 knowledge of literature. And the Bible 
is an organic part of our national life, so 
ongrained in its history, that it becomes a 
pretence to try and teach literature with- 
out it. It will not do to say that children 
onght to be taught the Bible at home. 
Asa theory that may be all very well, but 
it is facts with which the Committee, as 
practical men, have to deal. And in'this 
case the fact apperrs to be indisputable, 
that, toa large number of children in 
Shanghai, if the Bible be not taught in 
school it will not bo tanght at all. ‘These 
are the reasons, then, or some of the roa- 
sons—I wish I had time to amplify and 
elaborate them—which impelled the Com- 
mittee to include the Biblo in its syllabus, 
But here again another difficulty had to 
be faced. “While the Committee felt that 
it had no alternative but to introduce 
Bible teaching into the school, it was 
equally sensible that it must be done in 
such a way as to avoid any just causo of 
offence. In particular, there is one sec- 
tion of the community, to whose feclings 
and sentiment in the matter it was felt 
peculiar regard should bo pad. I refer 
to the Jews. Every care has beon taken 
from the first to keop in touch with tho 
Jewish community and to satisfy their 
logitimate scruples. I believe I may say, as 
the result of personal conference with a re- 
Presentative Jewish deputation, that these 
gentlemen were satisfied that, with tho 
safeguards provided by this Committeo, 
there was no practical danger of children 
being subjected to proselytising influences 
in the school. ‘They appeared to be less 
satisfied, however, as to the future, and 
it was in response to their requost for 
some form of guarantee that the limits 
agreed to would not bo overstepped by 
our successors, that my letter to the 
Council, expressly defining these limits, 
came to be written. By ‘incorporating 
this letter with tho resolution, I trust 
our Jewish and other friends will be 
satisfied that they have obtained the real 
and effective guarantee they desire. I 
would ask them to observe, that from tho 
moment this resolution is’ passed, it will 
be henceforth impossible, without a 
special vote of the ratepayers, for any 
Committee, present or future, to go 
beyond the conditions, on which alone 
the Bible is permitted to bo taught. 
What aro these conditions? First of 
all, the teaching is to be entirely optional. 
Nothing could be more foreign, and, I 
might add, more repugnant to the mind 
of the Committee than the idea of any 
form of compulsion in connection with the 
teaching of the Bible.

proceeds so naturally and amusingly 
as to enlist the sympathies even of the 
youngest.

NEUTRALITY. 
To the Editor of the 
“Nora Curva Darty News.” 

Sim,—Now that the discussion by the 
British and American Press in Shanghai 
over the disarming of the Russian man- 
of-war Mandjour has ceased, it may be 
interesting to note the manner in which 
the laws of neutrality wore observed 
during the war between Great Britain 
and the two Republics, and during the 
Spanish-American trouble.

neutrality should be enforced in Shanghai, | 


it seoms strange that a Japanese ship is 
allowed to load cargo for Japan, as both 
combatants have declared as contraband 
clothing and supplies, all articles of food 
for the army. We have at this time the 
sorry spectacle of the Chinese Govern- 
ment permitting the \Japs to make use of 
her harbours without even a protest. 
Japanese warships come and go and 
visit Chinese ports whenever they like, 
vide the anchorage at Woosung of two or 
three Japanese ships at a time, the coal- 
ing of thosamo at Chefoo, and the taking 
on board of passengers there. If this is 
noutrality, it is a very strange variety of 
it.

should have been forwarded to Shanghai 
or taken back to the United States.

THE LAST ATTACK | 
ON PORT ARTHUR. ' 


‘The following official report from Ad-! 
miral Togo, received by the Japanese 
Consul-General Inte on Sunday night 
and kindly placed at our disposal has been 
briefly referred to in our columns :— 

“We attacked Port Arthur on the 10th 
inst., as previously arranged, with two 
flotillas of destroyers. Both — flotillas 
arrived safely outside Port Arthur at 
midnight and made a careful search for | 
the enemy, but found none. i 

“At daylight flotilla B_ successfully | 
laid mechanical mines here and thero, 
‘working under fire from the forts. ' 

“Meanwhile flotilla A, at 4.30 a.m.,! 
mot with six of the enemy's destroyers | 
south of Liaotishan Point. A furious 
battle ensued, Our destroyers, the 
Asashiwo, the Kasuga, and the Akatsuki | 








got so close to tho Russians that | 
tho sterns of tho vessels touched. 
The enemy's vessels wero severely 


damaged, and some of them sot on fire. 
Their crows cried out in terror, and the 
vossels retired. Our destroyers also sus- 
tained some damage. Wo had seven 
petty officers killed, and our wounded 
wero Lioutenant-Engineor Minamisawa 
and-eight men. The auxiliary steam 
pipe on tho destroyer Akatsuki burst 
and four stokers were killed. None of 
our vessels, however, lost their capacity 
for fighting or navigation. 

“As the second flotilla was leaving the 
entrance of Port Arthur at 7 a.m., it dis- 
covered two of the enemy's destroyers 
which were going back inside the harbour. 
Our flotilla pursued them. One of the 
enemy’s boats escaped within the harbour, 
the other, the Steregustchi, was damaged 
and captured by the Sazanami, which at- 
tached her by a tow-line. The Steregust- | 
chi was, howover, leaking very badly and 
in tho high sea’ it was found impossible 
to keep her attached. Four men wore, 
accordingly, taken off her and the Stere- 
gustebi was abandoned, and sank at 10.10 
a.m. B flotilla’s losses were not. serious. 
Two men were killed; Sub-lieutenant 
Shima and three petty officers were 
wounded. 

“Before tho Steregustchi sank, the 
crutsers Novik and Bayan were coming 
from the harbour towards our destroyers, 
but on seeing our cruisers also coming up 
they retired. 

“Our main fleet arrived in front of 
Port Arthur at 8 a.m, Six cruisers filed 
across the harbour mouth to protect our 
destroyers and our main fleet went near 
thoLiaotishan promontory. From thence, 
from 10 am. to 1.40 p.m. we made an 
indirect bombardment of the harbour 
mouth. ‘The enemy's forts answered with 
a desultory fire, but did us no damage 
whatever. 








“Subsequently part of our cruiser fleet 
went to Dalny and bombarded Sanshan 
Island, destroying some buildings. The 
cruisers Takasago and Chibaya were sent 
to search the western shore of the penin- 
sula, but found no enemy. 

“The Russian destroyer sunk in Pigeon 
Bay, in a previous engagement, was seen 
stranded, her masts and funnels appearing 
above the water. She was ascertained to 
be the Viushitelni. 

“We ceased firing at 2 p.m. and rotired., 





A LETTER FROM 
COREA,

‘Their words were so 
iutluentasl that he at last agreed to ao sv, 
amd found there was a boat ready to leave 
‘as soon as he reached Chemulpo. This wus 
really the most quiet way of pacifying things 
ere, tor Yi Yong-ik is a low-class man, a 
butcher, who has risen to his position of 
‘almost itmpregnable power, by keenness and 
u series of wicked acts, which had succeeded 
in making the whole nation his enemies. 
Not only are all the common people agains: 
him, but the high Government officials have 
a number of times combined and tried to 
get him out of oftice, and even kill nim, 
but even the Emperor could not oust him, 
for he controlled the army and all the 
finances of the Government. Now that he 
has gotten away alive all these people who 
were thirsting for his blood are enraged and 
everyone recognises that he bas escaped his 
just reward. ‘Che Japanese were wise, how- 
ever, for if this man were once out of office 
‘and’ Joose in the country he would be 
immediately murdered and how many more 
murders would follow if the people's blood 
were up is hard to tell. 

“We heard the fighting down at Chemulpo 
the other day and have since been down on 
business and incidentally, have seen the 
destroyed men-of-war and the large transport 
lying in the harbour. ‘the 
doubtless sive the big cruiser and the 
transport, for they are half out of water at 
low tide ‘and are net, s0 far_ injured a ba 
be beyond repair. cruiser was 
in Philadelphia and is a beouty. Many of 
her guns have been already removed. 

“Jt would surprise you to seo the almost 
faultless way in which all the business of 
the Japanese army is conducted. Their 
soldiers seem to be nothing but soldiers, and 
the discipline is better than what I havo 
seen in our own army. During the recent 
cold weather Chemulpo and Seoul were 
crowded full of troops who were being landed 
at the rato of about six transports per day 
‘Tho method of removing them from the 
boats was interesting and exciting. They 
were required to anchor about a mile and 
2 half outside and transfer to lighters. ‘There 
rere four piers built of pontoons running 
oat into the stream from the Chemalpo jetty. 
The flow of the tide is very strong here 
and as a Little tug would come up witl its 
Tong string of lighters behind they would 
have been dashed to splinters against the 





piers had they not cast loose and each one 
inade its own way by means of rowers to 
the pier where it was to unload. Part ot 
the wen were pushed right on for Seoul 
vid rail and pare were lodged in the homes 
of the Japanese in Chemulpo. These two 
places have been crowded with soldiers. In 
Seoul the Corean soldiers have given up 
large number of their barracks to tho 
Japanese and the Government buildings are 
many of them filled with the troops. Not 
only has the Corean Emperor been good 
enough to render theso courtesies but he is

Milne and Dr. Legge at Hongkong, In 
1843 Dr. Medhurst opened up work in 
central China by establishing himself at 
where he was joined by Dr. 
‘she and Dr. Chalmers. Dr. Edkins still 
remained as the link with these giants of 
the past and it was everyone's hope he 
would be with them for a long timo yet. 
The salo of 24 mow of land belonging to 
the mission property in Shentung Road 
to tho Trustees of the Ohi 
had now enabled the mission to erect 
this college and embark on new move- 
ment which was fittingly associated with 
the name of Dr. Medhurst. ‘Tho prosent 
building was but a beginning and it was 
hoped to extend as timo went on. 
‘Dr. ‘Timothy Richard addressed the 
gathoring which included the pupils of 
fhe college and several native visitors, in 
Chinese. 

‘Mr. F, Anderson remarked that the 
history of the London Mission in Shang- 
hai was practically contemporaneous witl 
the history of the Settlement. In tho 
early days many members of the mission 
took a prominent part in the public life of 
the Settlement and this was notably so in 
thecaseof Dr. Medburst and Dr. Muirhead. 
Dr, Medhurst was also the father of Sir 
Walter Medhurst who was Consul in 
Shanghai for many years. Tho Anglo- 
Chinese Day School established by the 
Church Missionary Socicty had done 
good work, but the Medhurst College 
{ras the first Anglo-Chineso boarding 
Sehool established by British Missionary 
Societies in Shanghai. In its curriculum 
special attention would be given to 
Ghinese studies and the students would 
not be permitted to give attention to 
Western subjects to the detriment of 
their attainments in their native learn- 
| “too many English-speaking Chi- 
hee were helpless when confronted 
‘ith Chineso literature and even with 
Nicisl documents, A sound elementary 
Gducation in English and o thoroug 
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knowledge of Chinese would produce men 
of great value to commercial life, and 
those who by reason of exceptional ability | 
were able to proceed to the higher | 
branches of foreign learning would be of 
untold service to their country in years!

The desiro of the Government of 
Netherlands India to maintain a strict 
neutrality with all available means is 
evident. 

Meantime, as the most advanced part 
of the Russian squadron on its way for 
the Far East has sailed to Djiboutil, it 
will yet take some months before it will 
touch Sabang, whero a fair quantity of 
coal has been stored up.

but this report came from Singaporo, 
and has not been confirmed. However, 
itis a mattor of fact that in Batavia 
harbour no Cardiff coal is available ; all 
having been bought up by private firms, 
with the result that the Austrian eraisor 
Kaiserin Elisabeth could not have left 
Batavia for Chefoo, had not the Nether- 
lands Indian Governmont supplied that 
vossel with Cardiff coal.

Mr. K. ‘suzuki, 
formerly Vice-Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
and now Chief Seoretary of the Privy 
Council, delivered the following speech :— 

In bidding you welcome in the midst of 
our Assooiation, I wish to emphasise the 
fact that ‘it is no mere conventional phrase 
one is wont to address to any and every 
guest, and that it is nothing but a plain and 
fn Unexaggerated reflection of the deep 
sentiment that pervades not only every 
member of the Association but also the 
nation at large, For we always remember 
with sincere satisfaction the traaiuional good- 
will which your countrymen have always 
shown to ours. We have not forgotten ths 
it was you who first introduced us to the 
boons of modern civilisation; you who 
spontaneously and gratuitously " restored 
your share of the Shimonoseki indemnity ; 
you who first recognised the legitimate claims 
of our country when she was striving to 
shake off the extraterritorial jurisdiction ; 
‘you who’ took cate of our countrymen in the 
exemy’s land during our last war, and who 





daring our present war have again under 
taken, and too gladly accepted, the same 
onerous responsibility. In addition to these 
ahd many other historical friendships of the 
past there is the salient fact that modern 
civilisation is constantly lessening the 
distanoas of the intervening ocean, that we 
afe becoming neighbours whose ’ intimacy 
i i ypses, even though we 
‘the recent events which 
brought your dominion just in front of our 
doors. ‘The growing commerce of the two 
countries is an irrefutable testimony to the 
fact that our interests are intertwining with 
each other more and more closely into a 
sélid web of free and peaceful intercourse. 
Not only between ourselves, but also in the 
newly opened markets in vais quarter of the 
globe, we are happy to note that our in- 
terests have never clashed with each other, 
that they have been the same, as is testified 
by the identity and most probably the hearty 
mutual co-operation of the diplomatic policies 
of the two countries. It is a strong bond, 
is community of interests, which unites 
‘the sentiments of the two peoples. Besides, 
ig there not a certain resemblance in the 
characteristics of the two peoples? ree, 
‘and warm-hearted, ever striving and 
forward, looking always more ito 

the future than into the past, with the same 
dash and courage, adaptability to everytning 
new—do we not feel in our hearts something 
that makes us to understand and sympathise 
wit. each other? I refer to these muliiple 
ties of traditional friendship, of geograpatcal 
neighbourhood, of the community of in- 
terests, and of racial characteristics, in order 
to carry to your minds more vividly what 
significance Wwe attach to the word “ Wel- 
come” addressed to you, and in order to 
show you in what spirit it is that we appre- 
ciate the so many symptoms of spontaneous 
sympathy with which public opinion in your 
country, as well as that of your mother 
country, our esteemed ally, seems to honour 
Bs at this supreme moment of our national 
existence. I refer to these bonds of friend- 
ship also with the object of reminding you 
tuat it lies in your power to so mould the 
public opinion of your country as to facilitate 
the still further increase of intimacy between 
the two countries. And, indeed, we on our 
side do stand in sheer need of sympathetic 
observers, who dare to ‘impartial 
judgments on the present situation of affairs 
in this quarter of the globe. For our enemy 
is trying hurd to blacken us in the eyes of 
the civilised world. She is stigmatising us 
as the breaker of peace, denouncing us as 
the violator of international law, and wilfully 
misrepresenting us as the champion of the 
Yellow Peril. You, gentlemen, will 1 nope 
Dear witness to the fuct how loath we were 
to breuk the peace, how patiently we had 
waited and waited’ till we could hope no 
longer. You will bear witness to the tuct 
that there is not the slightest trace of race 
Prejudices, nor of tne chauvinistic 1ueas 
‘of glory ‘and aggression in ‘this present 
attempt of ours. ‘It is nothing else than « 
cod] and deliberate determination to stand up 
in defence of the interests legitimately 
acquired in the past and in defence of the 
future exlety of the Empire. yan we ae 
ting against the army who at so late 
aeiteSs te dawn of the twentieth century, 
trampled upon the time-honoured constitutim 
of Finland; against the enemy whose 
authorities have been blamed by the public 
opinion of the civilised world as having con- 
nived at the cold-blooded and wholesale 
massacre of our fellow-creatures; and 











the enemy who unscrupulously occupies the 
territories of other nations and annexes them 
and then monopolises the natural resources 
thereof; against the enemy who—but, no, 
T have said enough; it is not magnanimous 
to enumerate the faults of one's foe. And 
I mentioned these facts only to justify myself 
in the belief that in fighting for our own 
future security we are to a certain extent 
fighting for the common cause of all; for the 
equal, peaceful and undisturbed enjoyment 
of the fruits of civilisation, and as such we 
are so much the more worthy of your friend- 
ship and confidence. Feeling sure, as I co. 
of the sympathy of the nation whose fore 
fathers have also. spilt their blood in, the 


noble struggle for their country’s sake, I 
dare to give expression to my conviction that 
you join with us in the hope thai the bittle 
‘of to-day is, just as’ of yore, not to the 
strong alone, But, to Uae vigiant—the active 
and the brave. I finish with the request to 
the gentlemen here present to join with me 
in giving three cheers for America and 
Americans.

THE ATTITUDE OF 
FRANCE. 
STRIKING ARTICLE IN “LE 
TEMPS.” 


A dispatch from Paris, dated 9th February, 
states that "Le ‘Temps,”” which is frequently 
used as a mouthpiece by the French Foreign 
Office, publishes an important article, which 
is ascribed to Government inspiration. | Lt 
contains the following: “The whole world 
know that France desires with a single heart 
the success of her ally, Existing” treaties 
do not oblige France to participate in the 
present war, but France is an ally of Russia, 
and the alliance is close and general, imply. 
ing a moral union, which under the stress of 
events might lead 40 fresh agreements. 

“Consequently, while the Russians and 
Japaneso tight their quarrel out, our silent 
immobility will paralyse all attempts thar 
may be made by one quarter or another to 
profit by the struggle at the expense of our 
ally, and, in accord with those who wisn 
to see the conflict localised, we shall, by 
our presence alone, effectually bar the wey 
against any who may wish to extend it. 
Such is our duty to our ally, and. we shail 
fulfil it, It is necessary that'this be known 
at St. Petersburg and elsowhore, as it will 
constitute a guarantes for the limitation ot 
the war to its presont area, 

“At the conclusion of the struggle th: 
issue of whe it the iusions af the J 
panese, is beyond doubt, France, disappoint 
ing the hopes of her sivas, ‘vil recelve the 
reward of her fidelity to her plighted word. 

“Le Temps” says Russia is about to take 
energetic measures. In the counse of a con- 
versation a military attaché of the Russian 
Embassy said: “Since they want war, ‘they 
shall have it with a vengeanoe.”

Jn old-time Japan thee used to be x 
custom of handing to samurai on the field 
of ‘battle or immediately afterwaras a 
document called Kanjé. ‘This was done only 
in cases where quite exceptional prowess 
had been shown, and the value attaching vo 
such @ distinction was extraordinary. Of 
course, in the subsequent distribution of 
more substantial rewards, the owner of a 
Kanj6 received special consideration. Even 
ay like Hideyoshi and Iyeyasu parti- 
cularly affected the custom. ‘Thieir Know- 
ledge of men and their experience in the 
field taught them what a powerful, incentiye 
was thus furnished to the brave and the 
strenuous. ‘There exists to this day a well- 
known book called Rnshé Kanjo-ki, wherein 
are inscribed the names of those that 
obtained this distinction, er with 
facsimiles of the Kanj6 themselves, and very 
interesting reading the latter are. This 
custom has now been revived. A series of 
rules called Kai-Riku Kanjé Juyo Kitei have 
‘been published. ‘The first says that any 
independent commanding officer, whatever 
his rank, may bestow a Kanj6 on any person 
under his command when such m has 
shown exceptional merit in the face of the 
enemy, and when his conduct is of a nature 
to constitute an example to military men. 
‘When a Kanjé is granted, the.event is to be 
proclaimed to the Army and Navy, but in 
the event of . subsequent misconduct the 
Kanjd may be withdrawn. The fact of a 
grant is to be reported, together with the 
details, to the Minister of State for the Army 
or the Navy, by whom the report will be 
submitted to’the Emperor. ‘The rule is to 
be retrospective so far as concerns the t 
war. It may be assumed, therefore, that the |, 
Teaders of the ‘torpedo ‘squadrons and the 
officers and petty officers in command of the 
blocking steamers will be thus distinguished.

THE FIRE ON THE 
GLENTURRET. 


A STUBBORN BLAZE. 


At 8.30 this morning (1st March) wisps 
of smoko wore seon issuing from the fore- 
hatch of the ss. Glenturret lying at 
Section 2; Tanjong Pagar (says the “Sin- 
gapore Free Press”), and foars were enter- 
tained that tho vessel was on fire. In- 
vestigation showed that these fears were 
only too well founded, for immediately. 
the hatch was removed a dense volume 
of smoke rolled. out. 

Captain Webster of the Glenturret at. 
once communigated with the Dock at 
thorities, and tho Dock fire engines with’ 
the tugs Bangkok and Sunda were got 
ready and went to Section 2. Mean- 
while every effort was being msde by 
those on the vessel to extinguish the fire, 
but though the tugs and fire engines 
arrived and joined in the work of coping 
with it, it seemed to increase rapidly, 
and it was then decided to move the 
vessel to the Roads, as, lying at.the wharf, 
she was a monace to other vessels near 
tho wharf godown. 

Pilot Davies undertook the task of 
taking the vessel into the Roads—no easy 
‘one, as the smoke and flames from the 
barning hold forward of the bridge blew ! 
right on to itand at times quite obscured 
the view. The passage through the 
channel into the Roads was, however, 
safely negotiated ani the Glenturret 
anchored off Fort Palmer. She was then 
brought round with her starboard side to 
tho wind; so that the smoke, which was 
now ‘pouring from the hatchway, would 
not. hinder operations, and the. powerful 
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reams of water were soon laying. on 
the burning cargo, but as far as on. 
lookers could make out with no ap- 


‘preciable effect, and it is stated that the 


vessel may havo to be scuttled if the 
firo does not abate. 

‘The Glenturret is a two-masted steamer 
ot 3,028 tons and left London. on 21st 

eember for Singapore, arriving here 
yesterday ownen ie 

A later inspection shows that the Glen- 
turret has been grounded off Fort Palmer, 
so that the huge volume of water pumped 
into her may not cause her to sink. 
‘Smoke is still issuing from the fore-hold, 
but the fire seoms'to have now been got 
in hand.

Mr. F. 8, A. Bourne, Acting Coroner 
‘at the inquest on the body of Gundah 
Singh, opened on the 19th September, 
produced the minutes of tho evidence 
‘taken on that occasion. A sworn state- 
mont was made voluntarily by Isser Singh 
to whom no threat or inducement was 
held out. Tho statement was signed by 
Tsser Singh. ‘The inquest was adjourned 
till the Zlet September, when Ammer 
Singh, Kair Singh, and’ Mongan Singh 
made’ voluntary sworn statements, and 
Teser Singh made another short 
ment. Mongan Singh did not 
statoment, but the others did. Witue 
could depose to Mongan’s statement as 
having been made by him at that time. 

‘Mr. Platt read these statements, which 
were put in evidence. 

‘Mr. Symonds wished to ask if any 
other evidence was taken at the inquest. 

His Lordship said that nothing which 
occurred at the inquest was admissible 
‘as evidence, oxcopt tho sworn state- 
ments of the prisoners. An instance had 
occurred in which by waiver of the Crown 
‘Advocate, at the request of defendant's 
‘counsel, certain evidence had been ad- 
mitted, and subsequently before the 
Privy Council, defendants asked that the 
decision be set aside on the technical 
ground that that evidence had been 
admitted. 

Ss th Singh, constable No. 231 in the 
Municipal Police Force, said that on the 
18th September ho was sent to the Cotton 
‘Mill, and placed-on duty at the door of 
the room in which the dead body was 
lying. He remained four hours, during 
which time a Police Inspector and one 
foreigner only entered the room. 

Cross-examined—It was the 18th or 
19th September that he went to the mill. 
‘The main entrance was closed up. 

By his Lordship—The first gate to 
which witness came was closed and he 
entered the mill by a smaller gate 
further on. 

Further cross-oxamined—When he got 
to the mill, he saw a number of Chinese 
‘mill-hands and asked them where the body 
was. A sentry stood by the door of the 
room which was closed. 

Tnspector Aiers, recalled, said the main 
entrance to the mill consisted of two 
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large gates in the centre and a small on? 
on either side. ‘These four gates were al! 
closed. when witness went to the mill 
after receiving news of Gundah Singh's 
death, and he never saw them open till 
about a month later. Witness entered 
the mill always by a gate to the east of 
and at right angles to the main entrance. 

‘Mr. A. W. Danforth, recalled, said the 
main entrance consisted of a double gate 
for carriages and a single gate on each 
side, No part of this entrance was in 
use during last September. ‘The entrance 
at right angles to the east was used 
instead. The main entrance was closed 
owing to the original manager's illness, 
which was attributed to fengshui, and 
the gato tothe east was built. When 
Chu became manager he closed this new 
entrance also and opened an old gate 
‘on the west side. Two new managers, 
who succeeded, re-opened the main en- 
trance, closing the other two. ‘There was 
also an entrance, similar to the main 
entrance but approached by a bridge and 
farther to the east, which was not in uso 
at this time. An entrance still further 
east opening on the Yangtsepoo Road 
had always been used. ‘There was no 
gate in regular use on tho west side at 
fhe tine of Gundah Singh's death but it 
was occasionally opened for special pur- 
poses and a watchman was kept thero. 

‘Mr. Platt mentioned that two Chineso 
priests, who slept in tho next room to 
Gundah on the night of his death, 
gave evidence before the police magistrate, 
Dut could not now be found to give 
evidence. . 

Mr. Symonds thought it only fair that 
it should be stated that the evidence of 
theso priests was not unfavourable to the 
prisoners. 

His Lordship said it was impossible to 
admit such a statement. 

Mr. Danforth said he had endeavoured 
to find the priests but understood they 
had left for Changchow and wore uot 
stationary even there. It would take 
some time at least to got them. 

Allah Singh, constable No. 146 in the 
Municipal Force, said that on the 19th 
September he wont on duty at 6 a.m. 
He knew Chate Singh and met him with 
another man, name unknown, on his beat 
near the Ewo Mill. This was, he thought, 
before eight o'clock. He did not speak 
to the men. 

Cross-examined—The two 
walking together. 

Sundah Singh, constable No 109 in the 
Municipal Police, said that while on duty 
on the 19th Septembor on the Yangtso- 
poo Road, west of the police station, he 
met Chate Singh with another man, 
Gurgah Singh, coming towards Shanghai. 
He met them near the Paper Mill some- 
where abont 8 a.m., or after. 

Cross-examined—Gurgah Sing was four 
or five paces in front of Chate Singh and 
witness could not say whether or not they 
werein company. He had known Gundah 
Singh by sight and had heard of no 
quarrels between him and the prisoners. 

‘This closed the case for the Crown, 
except two witnesses whom Mr. Symonds 
desired to be recalled. 

Hong Zai-ling, recalled, stated that he 
aia not notice the colour of the clothes 
that were being heated. There were 
three or four articles, inner and outer 
clothing, and the outer were of some dark 
colour. ‘There were trousers and some 
white garments for underneath. 

Seah Ze-pan, recalled, said the trousers 
that were dried at his boilers were black ; 
the other articles he did not notice. 

In addressing the Jury on the evid- 
ence, Mr. Platt, hoped they would not

any unfair questions, nor unduly pro- 
longed $i 2:80 by introducing irrelevant 
matter. He asked the Jury also to con- 
sider the difficult circumstances under 
which the police had had to prepare 
their case. They had done their best, 
and he hoped the Jury would consider 
they had done their duty: ‘The evidence 
against the prisoners might be classified 
under five headings. He hoped the Jury 
would not consider the parts separately, 
but asawhole, The first point was that 
the Mill was so well guarded on that 
parti¢ular night. No one could get in or 
out without being seen. Secondly, and 
consequently, the marder must have been 
committed by some one within the Mill 
premises. ‘The way in which it was com- 
mitted led one to the conclusion that 
it was committed by Indians, and not 
by Chinese. ‘Thirdly, the ' prisoners 
at the bar were the only Indians 
inside the Mill that night. Fourthly, 
there were additional corroborative 
evidences against the prisoners, with 
which he would deal later. Lastly, what 
was the motive? Under the first heading, 
it was true the Mill was a large placo, 
but for reasons given in evidence, there 
wore ten extra watchmen, and if one was 
asleep, that was not to say that all were 
asleep. ‘The method of the murder was 
peculiarly Indian, and without doubt it 





was done with the Indian loincloth which 


was put in, ‘They knew that someChineso 
executions were done by strangling, but 
it was not a customary method with Chin- 
eso criminals, whereas it was common in 
India. A Chinese murderer would more 
likely have beaten his victim’s brains out 
with the stick found in the room. It was 
probable that the Indians, who had griev- 
ances against Gundab Singh, took advant- 
age of that night, when there was no light, 
when tho Chinese operatives wore on 
strike, and suspicion was likely to rest on 
them. The statements of the prisoners 
made to the coroner showed that they were 
all in the Mill that night. The corrobora- 
tive or additional evidences against tho 
prisoners were (a) murder evidently 
committed by people familar with tho 
room; (b) the articles, including tho 
Dutton, found in the room ; (c) Ammer's 
stick found in the room, said by Ammer 
to have been borrowed’ by Gundah ; (d) 
tho Chinese watchman's story of two 
Indians walking towards tho Huangpu 
River at one o'clock in tho morning, one 
of whom he identified as Mongan Singh 5 
the other (tall one) was probably Chate ; 
(e) their conflicting accounts of tho 
Aiscovery of the body, as given at the 
coroner's inquest, and the Inter accounts 
of Isser Singh going to the Chinese head 
watchman to ask him to “hurry up,” as 
they could not get Gundah Singh up. 
Ammer Singh's evidence wasvery clear that 
they saw the body, through a crack in the 
door, before they went to the No. 1 
Chinese watchman to say that Gundah 
had not answered. 1t was a suspicious 
circumstance, to be taken into considera- 
tion; (f) then there were the blood- 
stained bedding and garments taken from 
the beds of Ammer, Isser, and Chate 
Singh, which stains were proved to be 
caused by mammalian blood. It was not 
likely that blood from the killing of 
their food could have got on to bedding 
and pyjamas. They would not kill 
a goat in their deilroom, and in 
their pyjamas. He suggested that it 
was Chate Singh who left the Mill with 
Mongan at one am., and that it was he 
who an hour later dried his clothes at 
the Tee Works. It;was admitted that the 
evidence of this was weak. The police had 
done their best to got more, but failed 
‘There was, however, the damaging facts 
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that, without any apparent reason, Chate 
Singh threatened to kill a Chinese witness 
if he told the police anything. If ho 
were told of his friend Gundah’s death 
by a Chinese, why did he continue his 
walk to Carter Road, instead of going to 
investigate? Concerning motive, there 
was the evidence that deceased had been 
extremely officious, given to drinking, and 
quarrelsome. There waa no doubt there 
was trouble amongst them. The Jury 
should not take one item of evidence and 
say: this is insufficient to convict.” They, 
should be careful to review the evidence 
as a whole, By all means give tho 
prisoners the benefit of any doubt, but if 
‘a general review of the evidence left no 
doubt in their minds, then they must do 
their duty. 

‘Mr. Symonds, in replying for the de- 
fence, reminded the jury of the responsi- 
bility resting upon them to be absolutely 
certain before giving any verd'ct in such 
acharge. They were to rement2er that 
there must be proof, not supposition, and 
these five British subjects were to have 
the same consideration as if they were five 
Englishmen. They had already been six 
months in prison, and the jury should not 
be led away by any mere appearances. 
The evidence, he suggested, particularly 
the joint invitations to chow at Carter 
Road, showed that the Indians wore 
not on terms of enmity. It was 
very improbable that the deceased 
man’s nephew would join in killing his 
amelo for no apparent cause. Chato 
Singh did not sleep at the Cotton Mill 
regularly as had been — suggested. 
‘The statements at the inquest by the 
prisoners were not the incriminating’ 
Btatomonts of gailty mon, With reg wd 
to the letter of complaint put in by the 
other side, it was certainly not written 
dy Mongan Singh. Tt was a month old, 
and all settled, when the death of Gun- 
dah took place. Inspector Aiers had been 
most unfortunate in the selection he made 
of an Indian detective, who had since been 
Qismissed, and whose evidence should be 
regarded very circumspectly. It was 
common knowledge that the Chinese were 
quite familiar with strangling as a mothod 
Of killing. Pootung was just opposite, 
and this Mill was quite easy to get into, 
or out of. The watchmen at the main 
entrance were admittedly sleeping, while 
the watchman at the west gato left 
his post to take tea. If the murder 
was committed by somebody inside the 
Mill, had thoy thought how many hun- 
dreds of people that meant? It was just 
‘as probable that Gundah Singh made 
some Chi by the interference 
with their“ joss pidjin which had a tu- 
ally caused the hands to strike work. In 
tho absence of the Chinese manager, it 
was natural that they should have report- 
‘ed the finding of the body to the head 
Chinese watchman, Isser wept. Two of 
them wont to the police. Their whole 
conduct was consis e t with innocence. 
‘As for the blood-stained clothes, the men 
had ample time to wash or destroy them, 
ut they neither hid nor denied them, 
and freely admitted the ownership of the 
Yarious garments when asked. Isser 
Singh said it was chicken blood on 
the flour bag. Dr. Moore said it was 
mammalian. Why could not both be 
right? ‘There were numerous blood 
spots, and Dr. Marshall had exa- 
mined only one of them. There was 
rather too much blood altoz>“er, he 
suggested, for a case of strangling. As 
for the difiiculty of getting in, Chate 
Singh was alleged to be in. How did he 
get into this well-guarded Mill. There 
{ras no evidence. He must admit 
suspicious circumstances, but there was 














‘by no means suflicient evidence to justify’ 

them in taking the responsibility of 

sending these five men to their Maker. 
Court adjourned to 10 a.m.

‘They could nnd 
One guilty and another not guilty. ‘There 
had scarcely been any attempt to deny that 
‘undah Singh had been murdered in the way 
suggested by the prosecution, so far as re~ 
garded the instrument of death. They had 
heard suggestions as to what might havo 
been, but there never was a case yet, of 
circumstantial evidence, in which there ‘was 
not a bare possibility of the offence having 
been committed in some other way, or by 
some other person. Was there any other 
reasonable way iu which this murder might 
have been commuicu? ‘They were not to 
look simply for mere possibilities, but to see 
whether the crime had been brought home 
to each man with reasonable certainty. Had 
any other reasonable way been shown in 
which the murder could have been com- 
mitted? It would be impossible for his 
Lordship, in reviewing the evidence, to avoid 
expressing some opinions. The jury were to 
remember, however, that a was for them 
to determine the facts, and they were at 
liberty to disagree with any of. the opinions 
he might express. Bearing the fact of ineir 
own responsibility in mind, they would 
probably conclude that the murder was com- 
mitted by Indians, and by Indians who were 
‘acquainted with the premises. They would 
then consider the evidence as it affected each 
prisoner. ‘The question of motive would 
arise in regard to each. It was not, how- 
ever, necessary for the prosecution to show 
any motive at all. If motive could be shown, 
it, of course, strengthened the case. In 
most cases there was a motive, and a motive 
that could be shown. Motive was an im- 
portant point for them to consider, although 
its mere absence did not matter if they were 
convinced that the case had been proved 
‘with reasonable certainty. In all cases of 
murder, of course, the motive must be entirely 
inadequate. There was no adequate motive 
for murder, but they knew very well that 
many of the emotions of the human breast 
could prompt men to murder. His Lordship 
reviewed the evidence, and the depositions 
of the prisoners, to show the last known 
movements of the murdered man. After a 
quarter to eleven p.m. on the 18th, be did 
not seem to have been again seen alive. So 
far as the footprints in the room were con- 
cemed, it bad not seemed right to his Lord- 
ship to allow the Crown to lay stress upon 
them, as they were not sufficiently supported 
by evidence. By coming in and going out 
by the door to which those footprints were 
uy ‘to point, it was clear that the 
murderers could have avoided observation. 
‘That door was locked, and the key had not 
Deen sine? found. The only two prisoners 
whose names were mentioned directly in 
regard to the murd + were Mongan Singh 
‘and Chate Singh. Way Ab-ching had des- 
cribed how he saw two Indians going out of 
the MEI, and that he recognised one of them 
‘os Mongan Singh. If the jurv believed that 
Sritness was neither untruthful nor mistaken, 
jt was a very serious niece of evidence 
aghinst Monoan Singh. He was found going 






























away from the direction of the ulrce where 
the man was subsequently found murdered. 











fand he was goine away out of the Mill. 
What motive had he? Singh 
had complained . that Gundah Singh -had 
got drunk and quarrelled, and he took a 
letter of complaint to the manager about it. 
With regard to that letter the jury must 
exercise their commonsense. Mongan was 
not acquainted with English, and therefore 
he was not to be bound by the particular 
expressions to be found in that letter, but 
‘the main purport of it must be taken to be 
what he intended it to say, especially as 
its main purport was confirmed by what the 
manager himself ‘had said, That dispute 
would not afford anything like strong 
motive—not to say, adequate motive— 
for the murder.’ Having said that 
Mongan Singh ‘was dissatisfied with 
Gundah Singh what other evidence was 
there against him? None of the exhibits 
came from him. Was he the man seen by 
the West gute watchman? It was confirmed ' 
in ane way by ‘the meter of height—a 
shorter and a tiller mnzn going out. If he 
went out of the Mill at that time, he might 
have gone somewhere, changed and cleaned 
‘himself, and disposed of any evidence against 
himself, and gone in again after the mte 
was opened at five o'clock. They had to 
take into account that no incriminating 
evidence, like clothes and things of that 
sort, had been brought agains him, If 
‘they were satisfied the watchman was correct 
and telling the truth, it might override the 
Jabsence of other incriminating evidence. 
Assuming that two Indians did leave the 
Mill as stated, Chate Singh would be suc- 
gested as the other one, by the evidence of 
his going to dry his clothes at the Ice 
‘Works and his conduct subsequent to that. 
‘Whether Chate Singh had first gone to the 
Tce Works and then come into the Covton 
Mill was a question. He did not appear to 
have been in the room with the others at 
eleven o'elock that night. ‘The evidence did 
not definitely fix the 18th as the night of 
the clothes drving incident, and it was by 
no means conclusive as to the colour of the 
garments. The police suggested that the 
button picked up on the floor. neivr thn 
corps, had been torn off the khaki 
belonging to Chate Singh, which was

Detective Kingston had told them 
(very properly) tied the piece of 
thread so that it might not be lost. from 








the button. That thread was not like tho 
thread with which the others were sown on. 
(Here the jury compared the articles.) 
‘There was no doubt whatever that Chate 
Singh was seen on the morning of the 19th 
as witnessed, and it was important to con- 
sider the hour at which he was seen—soon 
after seven a.m., going towards the Yang- 
tsepoo Station, and at nine o'clock at the 
Carter Road Station, and tho conflict as to 
what he said about the Chinese telling “him 
of the murder. Chate Singh was not one 
of the two men invited to Carter Road 
Station that morning. Why should he, 
instead of going to inquire about his mess- 
mate's death. go to Carter Road and mention 
it as something he had heard? They were 
bound to consider that in connection with 
the rest of the matters they had heard 
Referring again to the buttons. his Lordship 
said it would not be » very damning piece 
of evidence, the mere finding of a button of 
‘such a common pattern, but, if they found 
‘that the thread was the same. it was a very 
strong piece of evidenre indeed: Chate’s 
Neced threat to kill Wong Chirig-tsu if he 
told the police anvthing had also to be re- 
membered. The fact of his not going to 
inquire into, the rumour of Gundah Singh's 
death was a matter for very strong ob: 
vation. 4 

Coming to the case of Ammer Singh, the 
murdered man’s nephew, there was no suy- 
gestion that he and his uncle had any quarrel. 
‘That was in his favour, so far as it went. 
He was the watchman’ on duty when the 
murder was done, but no one a 
ave seen him. In his own deposition to the 
coroner he had said:.‘‘ At 12 there were no 
Gther Indians in the Mill except us wateh- 
fen.” He stated also that he discovered 
his uncle at six in the morning. If that wore 
trie, there was 2 very surong case against 
the other men fer not reporting it before 
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having 
towards. the dead man, all the evidence 
‘to go to the contrary. There was 
the blood pillow case under his 
bed.

Mr. Jon Foorp begins his “ Cur- 
rent’ Comment” in the February 
issue of this valuable journal with a 
violent condemnation of Russia’s 
recent policy in the East, a policy 
that has been still more effectually 
condemned by its results. The his- 
torian of the future will undoubtedly 
couclude that no country could have 
been worse served then Russia has 
been in the last few years by her 
representatives in China and Corea 
unless indeed they have only been 
carrying out the orders of their 
superiors at St, Recersburg. Mr, 
Foord says that American sympathies 
in the present war are almost univer- 
sally with Japan. “The effective 
cause,” he says, “of the almost total 
extinction of pro-Russian feeling here 
must be sought in the reasons which 
have combined to mak. Russia despis- 
edand distr usted throughout the civ 
lised worid. A Government without 
honour, seruple, or common honesty ; 
the natural toe of all liberty and ali 
enlightenment ; can hardly wonder at 
the position of isolation in which it 
finds itself in the present crisis of its 
affairs, A diplomary of unblusiing 
falsehood and a policy of brute force 
are the weapons which Russia has 
steadily employed in her advance from 
the Ural Mountains to the Pacitic. A 
frontier that no trea ies could con- 
fine, and a lust for territory ‘hat 
no conces-ion could satisfy, have been 
the uniform accompaniments of the 
secular advance of the Empire «f the 
Czars. It is a perception of the fact 
that Japan is fighting the battle of| 
civilisation in resisting the farther 
progress of a Power whose influence 
falls like a blight on everything it 
touches, that, apart from all special 
considerations of trade, or of national 
interest, has crated a sentiment 
among the American people which 
can hardly fail to determine the 
attitude of their Government during 
the course and at the conclusion of 
the impending cor.flict.” 

Mr. Foord notes that Count 
Cassini's statement to the American 
Press that he was assured by Mr. 








Hay that the activities of the 

merican representatives at Antung 
and Moukden would be strictly 
confined to trade intérests, was not 
submitted to Mr. Hay, as is usual, 
before publication, and is not in 
accordance ‘with’ the facts. The 
choice of Mr: Davidson and Mr. 
Cheshire for the new ports is in 
itself an indication of the obvious 
fact that their functions “will of 
necessity, be more political or dip- 
lomatic, than commercial.” Mr, Foord 
notes also that the prompt ratifica- 
tion of the Japanese trenty “was 
equally an event calcutated to give 
the Russian Government cause for 
reflection.” In his last note Mr. 
Foord cites instances to show that 
it is the policy of Russia to invite 
foreign enterprise into the country 
and then dismiss the foreigners as 
soon as Russians have learnt to do the 
work. This is the course she would 
adopt if she were allowed to keep 
Manchuria,

Tar sun has been exceeding bashful 
for some days past, and yesterday it took 
farther refuge in an eclipse, which for 
dwellers on this part of the globe obscured 
at one time four-fifths of its surface. For 
a fully scientific description, readers are 
referred to the interesting report from the 
Siccawei Observatory, but it may be 
remarked here that yesterday's was one of 
the two eclipses of the sun due in 1904 and 
that, while in this longitude it was of a 
partial nature, the eclipse, as seen between 
the 53° and 36° E. of Greenwich and 
latitudes 10° to 13° South, was of an 
anmular character. The drifting clouds 
yesterday afternoon made it easy to 
observe the phenomenon with the naked 
eye. It isnoteworthy that there will be 
no eclipse of the moon during 1904; an 
omission which, we understand, has no 
relation to the fact that leap year has 
come round again after a longer interval 
than usual. ‘Two eclipses in any one 
year is the smallest number tho astro- 
nomers are able to guarantee, and Green- 
wich is exceedingly unhappy, inasmuch as 
nothing whatever in the way of a solar or 
lunar eclipse is booked between the 6th 
October 1903 and the 19th February 
1905. In.these parts we have another 
opportunity of watching an eclipse of the 
sun on the 9th September next.

‘They destroyed 
‘and stole a considerable quantity of the 
officials’ goods, including furniture and per- 
sonal possessions, setting fire tosomeof them. 
"Th magistrate and his wife fled from the 
fo the ‘Taota’s yamén. After the 
ov uf vonds, the mob dispersed, 
to their homes, 
while it is thought :hatesme have remained 
in the city to watch procvedings. To-day 
the gatos of the city nre all closed, so that 
nobody can travel to and from the city. 


‘The Cause of the Trouble. 

‘The trouble has been brooding for * long 
ime, there being unrest among the people 
Beoatso of the exorbitant taxes which wer 
trying to be forced upon the people tl 
‘at. ‘The land on which this tax is 
Placed, is Innd that formerly be'onged to 
The canal, the recsipts from which went to 
the repair aud buildivig of the canal, Now 
that the canal is very slightly used, the 
land has been placot in the hands wf 
farmers and was some years since practically 
‘by their paving @ tax of 
several tae's' on exch small acre of land. 
‘That seenied to be the first payment to th 
Emperor for the land and the wma'l repay 
ment. ‘The demand has now been mado 
for a large sum and for the final payment, 
‘and in this payment the official is re- 
ported to have asked for it in cash at the 
tate of two thousand five hundred largo 
cash for each tael. ‘Two prisoners had also 
eon taken from this farming class becaus» 
they refused to pay the money. Tt seems 
to have been for the rescuing of these men 
that the mob met. It is reported that 
when they asked for the prisoners and wero 
refused: by the official, neruck him 
‘on the face, causi-g a severe wound. ‘They 
then tovk tke prisoners and departed.

The Old Bad Way. 

‘The present district magistrate seems 
determined to follow in the footsteps of 
those who have gone before him, and 
make as short a stay in office as possible. 
He is fairly energetic and, being a Mo- 
hammedan, certainly has a strain of Arab 
blood in his veins judging by his temper. 
Last fall when a thousand of his subjects 
presented a protest against paying extra 
taxes on the chin and wei lands, he was 
for calling in the military and shooting 
down tho rebels; but the prefect inter- 
ferred and his yamén did not become an 
exeontion ground. That he is riding for 
a fall is seen in his high-handed dealings 
with the cash shops. From these he 
forced @ large sum of silver in exchange 
for cash at his own price. Now small 
Chinese exchange banks are not in busi- 
ness for their health—nor for that of 
their magistrates. Accordingly they 
have all closed their doors and refuse to 
do business while Mr. Ch’ien holds office 
here. 


Boxers Recrudescent. 

In the district of Hsiachin the Boxers 
have come to life. ‘They have been heard 
from in various towns and villages before 
this; but it has been hitherto impossible 
to get proof. In this instance there 
seems no good reason to doubt. But they 
are very cautious, The suciety has changed 
its name to “Great Buddha Sect,” and 
the member worship the sage of India at 
their meetings. Otherwise there is no 
change; the men meet and practise with 
the sword under the same men as led them 
forth to harry the native Christians in 
1900. The change of name shows dis- 
affection caused by the appropriation of 
tho temple lands. The movement will 
probably be speedily squelched, but were 
there to be a famine in this region which 
has never felt the scourge of a foreign 
army, it might become formidable. 


China and the War. 

Probably every one will say China is 
morally bound to support Japan in 
the present war. But it is a question 
how valuable such aid would be. No 
one would wish China defeated, and if 
victorious, would not her statesmen be so 
elated as to defer all schemes of reform 
toa very distant futuro?

Scandinavian Activity. 

This is the last prefecture in Hupeh 
province before passing into Shensi pro- 
vine. Besides a prefect and magistrate 
there is a Chent'ai, one of two in this 
province, General ‘Téng Chéng-fung, a 
man of wide experience and very friendly 
to foreigners. During the Boxer uprising 
he was acting Provincial Commander- 
in-chief at Hsiangyangfu, and helped to 
give protection to many missionaries 
coming down from the north, and also 
from the Honan province to the north- 
east. This northern part of Hupeh 
province is set apart almost en- 
tirely to the Scandinavian missionaries 
among the Protestants. At Hsiang- 
yangiu there are several families of the 
‘American Swedish Mission. North of 
that, half way to Laohok‘ou, is anothei 

jon with one family, now absent on 
furlough. At Laohok‘on there: are some 
20 missionaries of the Norwegian Lu- 
theran Mission. There is also a China 
Inland missionary there, but more ae a 
distributing station for _ missionaries 
passing up the Han from Hankow. At 
Kiunchon there is one family of the 
me Mission, and half way between 
Laohok‘ou and Kiunchou there is another 
station with four simple ladies. At 
this place there is one family of the 

me Mission. ‘Thus for over 120 
iles along the Han the Scandinavian 
aries are at work. We might also 
mention that east of Hsingyangfu at 
Chaoyang another family is soon to 
locate. 

In this same region, the two profec- 
tures of Hsiangyang and Yunyang, and 
the district of Kiunchou, there is a 
Roman Catholic Bishop with a dozen 
Européans. The number of Catholic ad- 
herents is reckoned at over 10,000, while 
the Protestant converts are less than 
1,000. There is no discord between the 
two branches of the Church, which is 
good for the general cause. 


Pilgrimages. 
Just at this time of the year there 
are hundreds of pilgrims going to one of 
‘the sacred mountains of China, situated 
to the south of this city and the 
south-west of Kiunchou, called the 
Peaked Mountain. At the summit is a 
temple where is worshipped one of the 
local divinities, a Taoist priest of the 
Ming Dynasty made a god by the Em- 
peror Yuen Lo. Persons are known to 
have come from as far away as Hunan. 
Most of the pilgrims have boats at Kiun- 
chou and then go by mountain road to 
the sacred place. From the temple there 
is spread out a magnificent view in all 
directions, so that lovers of nature have 
much with which to satisfy their tastes. 
Yesterday we had the first rain of the 
New Year, which is good for the spring 
crops. With the rain then came thunder, 
which betokens to the Chinese some kind 
































of calamity for the year. 








A Quiet Country. 

We can get no news of war. The mass 
of the people do not know that any 
war is taking place. Only a few news- 
papers are seen, and their news is at least 
three weeks old. All this ignorance 
makes it easy for the officials to rule. 

This city is situated at a great bend in 
the Han river, so that the river really 
flows on three sides of the city. Some 
time it may be washed away, but it is 
safe now.

To the Editor of the 
“Norta-Cntss Darty News.” 


Srr,—As you have published my name 
as a dissentiont, at the recent meeting 
of ratepayers, to the proposition institut- 
ing Bible-teaching in the Shanghai 
Public School, I ask you in fairness to 
publish my reasons for acting as I did.

13,000—more than 50 per cent of the 
amiual cost of the school—means now that 
certain menbers of the community are 
forced to aid in the inculcation of 
doctrines to which they are averse. ‘This 
is little short of proclaiming a State 
religion ; one step further and we shall 
have “William George, By the Grace of 
God” laying down the points of behef 
requisite to salvation. 

‘The School Committee's plea that the 
Bible is to be taught only as literature is 
hardly sound. What is taught to a child, 
the child believes to be tre ; are not the 
scholars of the Public School expected to 
teke it fora fact that William the Con- 
queror became King of England in the 
year 1066 ?

Rule 1—During the continuance of the 
present state of war, all ships of war of

use of any port or radstead in the United 
Kingdom, the Isle of Man, or the Channel 
Islands, or in any of His Majesty’s colonies 
or foreign possessions or dependencies, or ot 
any waters subject to the territorial’ juris- 
diction of the British Crown, as a station 

of resort for any warlike purpos 

the purpose of obtaining any faciliti 
uipment; and no ship of war 
of either belligerent shall hereafter be per- 
mitted to leave any such port, roadstead, 
or waters from which any vessel of the otier 
belligerent (whether the same sball be a ship 
of war or a merchant ship) shall have pre- 
viously departed until after the expiration 
of ut least twenty-four hours from the 
departure of such last-mentioned vessel be- 
yond the territorial jurisdiction of His 
‘Majesty. 

Rule 2. If there is now in any such port, 
voadstead, or waters subject to the territorial 
jerisdiction of the British Crown any ¢.: 
war of either belligerent, such ship of war 
shall leave such port, roadstead, or waters 
within such time not’ less than twenty-four 
hours as shall be reasonable, having regard 
to all the circumstances and the condition of 
such ship as to repairs, provisions, or things 
necessary for the subsistence of her crews 
and if alter the date hereof any ship of war 
of either belligerent shall enter any such 
port, roadstead, or waters, subject to the 
territorial jurisdiction of the British Crown, 
such ship shall depart and put to sea within 
twenty-four hours after her entrance into any 
such port, roadstead, or waters, except in 
case of stress of weather, or of her requiring 
provisions or things necessary for the sub- 
xistence of her crew, or repairs; in either of 
which cases the authorities of the port, or 
the nearest port (as the case may be), 




















shall require her to put to sea as soon as 
possible after the expiration of such period 
of twenty-four hours, without permitting her 
to take in supplies beyond what may be 
necessary for her immediate uso; 
such vessel which may have been allowed 
to remain within British waters for the pu 
pose of repair sball continue in any 
port, roadstead, or waters, for a lon 
period than twenty-four hours afler her 
necessary repairs shall have been completed. 
Provided, nevertheless, that in all cases iu 
which thero shall be ‘any vessels (whether 
ships of war or merchant ships) of both 
the said belligerent parties in the same port 
roadstead, or waters within the territori 
jurisdiction of His Majesty, there shall 
fan interval of not. Jess than twenty-four 
hours between the departure therefrom of 
any such vessel (whether a ship of war or 
merchant ship) of the one belligerent, an: 
the subsequent departure therefrom of any 
ship of war of the other belligerent; and the 
time hereby limited for the departure of 
such ships of war respectively shall always, 
in case of necessity, be extended so far as 
may be requisite for giving effect to this 
proviso, but no further or otherwise. 

Rule 3. No Ship of war of 
gerent shall hereafter be 
i any such port, roadstead, or waters sub- 
ject to the territorial jurisdiction of His 
Majesty, to take in any supplies, except 
provisions and such other things as mar be 
requisite for the subsistence of her crew, 
and except so much coal only as may be 
sufficient to carry such vessel to the nearest 
port of her own country, or to some nearo:
